Evrn 
pftw France is sending out more Koinan Calholn: 
miasionacLes than any ulher coujiiry. To qiiolc the 
worda of my fiiend Monsieur Pache (m Revival m 
Europe RullEtui); 

'In certain circles a badly-enlightened but real 
form of Kodlineas is to be found, but ihe bulk of the 
ponulacion ii. turning away from <he pnests aikd, 
alas, from all reli^^ion. In Fati? only iwo to three 
per cent, of the people aitend^ and jn the whole 
<:juntiy not m'jre than five to six milhona practise 
more oi less ihelr rell^an. ^fhe kind of Cathohci™! 
we finJ in France is ihal of llie countrica where Rome 
thinVfl she i^ mistro^. That is to say it J6 not far 
froin pManism and aimil.ir iQ what can be seen in 
Spain for instance. Even in Faria the worship of the 
Virgin and of the saints haa lately detlu^infd Christ. 
The Bible is nearly unknown and few are aware really 
of the full and gratuitous ^ahration we have m Jc^us 
ChrisL The commanisci and the godless art inakin;; 
progreaa, and a ve^" great percentage _of pubhc 
leflchecs in the primacy schools are afKhatcd wiili 
commiiniatic aafl'pciatLona, Even country people ^ic 
being influenced by these doctrines jnd it la a wcll- 
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ItiiOivn fact ihnr since the war most of the men will 
noE have aiiyLhmg mure to do with religiun. It ii 
not Burprking that the motal standard of many ia an 
terribly low. 

"Ytt sincere hearts ate to be found eveiywhere^ 
uid some door3 would be opened, especially in the 
piovinces. But it it Itcart-breaking to see how little 
]& being done for the evangelisation of the people- 
Out of the ninety departments, thirty-eight have an 
average of only two Protestant warkcra (a department 
may have from 200,000 to 500^000 inhahitanta or 
more). In the Eastern suburbs of Paris, for inatance, 
twenty-five towna representing more than 400,000 
inliabiiants are left without any witness to Jciua 
Christ. Of course there are in France aoine faiihful 
missionary or£ani£alions and Protestant Churches 
doine missionary work, but they are very few and 
bU their effoiTa tog;clher aje just lite a drop in an 
ocean of thirty- five to forty millions living in spiritual 
daitncas. If each Ptotcstant a>uld becvme a wtiisionary 
and t/tifis !^ ffospd la, suy, forty peuple. fhe great 
tuih Mfljf&f be occomplhhfd. If we want France to be 
evimt^listd, let na ptay for a Piighty revival of the 
Frcnch-spcahing Pcotcsranta. At the lime of ihc 
Reformation and during the foEIowing centuries of 
persecution, France has shown what she ia able to 
do for the ^spch To-day the 800,000 Proteiiiants 
left are to be found mainly in the five followii^ 
regions: South, Charcntea, North, Alaace-Lonaine 
and Montbeiinrdr The great majority bclorig to ibe 
Reformed Churches and Reformed Evangelical 
Churchea. These two organisatronfl grniii>ed formerly 
the evangelicals on one side and the modernista on 
ihe other, hut now theiu ia a great confusion in each 
camp. Outside of these CliUrdieB previously attached 
to the State /in Alaace-Lorraine the Lutheran Church 
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15 stil] BTi nfficfal Church), ihcre ^rc many mriveniciila 
and dcnomiudiiuna, some of which are very mutli 
fl]ivR, NeverthelMs the airualioa of Proteslaiiliani in 
general ia very eciiauft; iht taaeinially Prorcsi^ni 
regiona become dppopulaied; only 2oq,qoo ptopfe 
arc said w be related with the Churches; in rbc last 
[hilly years onr of tlie most iin[joriaii[ organisatiiMis 
has been ohhgfd tu suppress more than lOo preaching 
poaTfi, a great missionary society has had xo close 
down ijuitu a number of its Guspcl HaUfi, Ahnf>-.t 
everywhere constani deficits hinder the foi'varJ 
movemeni and even threaten to cic&e du^n the worl:. 
Another grievous Ihing, which accDiini^ for manv 
evile, is thar mftderni&m atiil has a preai influence in 
certain ciiclea and schools. On the otiiei hand tl is 
true thar often ttf/Aifl^ai people lire asleep at their pof.t5. 
" Fortunately we can praise Cud for the work He 
ia sccnmplibhing now in many hcarcs, especially 
among the young minister^. Men have been r,iised 
up who proclaim uith power the mcsaage of conver- 
flidn. There is also n movement Irving to bring tli'' 
people bach to the Eihle. There is much talk ahout 
revfvar, and regarding Chat we should unftfl in pravcr 
on the following suhjecla: (RritLv) Unity oj God''s 
Chifdrea. It ii^s siiU to he roalised. The difFcrent 
failbful circles do not know each other and are irvini: 
lo have a revival cai^h for itself, God cannot gVam 
it on such conditions. (Secondly) Swicti^aiion cf 
thf Beli^;iT5. Many do nr>t gcc in Christ's aa^v-jLion 
anything but the forgivencEia of sins, and rhere h a 
great deal of confusion concerning tlie person and 
the work of the Holy Spirit. May the biblical mes- 
Eage of victory in Christ and of the fuhiess of ilie 
Spirit be taught and lived out everywhere. (Thirdlv) 
Simpiicity of Freaehing. Jn a couniry TuitiLriilEv in- 
dined to mtelkclualism, even the evangelical preacbeia 
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■re in danger of forgettini; ilial God'n message ia 
'hidden from the wi^c and revealed unto babes^' 
([''ourLliJy) Missionary Spitit. An nflicial report said 
Iflfcly; ' Tht Church aa 3 whole ia nol interested Jn 
Tlic worli of conquest and most of the Church coiin- 
cillora do not even think of it' May God pu[ on 
tlic hearts of ihe French Chriatians a burden for the 
Clitifltlcgs multitudes in their own lajid, 

"Pray, pray for a revival in France beforo it is 
too late; oiii time ia afiorl, llie ta^k enormous, and 
Ihe nighi i^ ciiming." 

i\ji happened iff other countries, nobody knew of 
iTiy coming to France. I praved eameady for oppor- 
limitle^. And the opportunities came. 

On the Sunday morning I pEcachcd the Word in 
llie Baptist Cliutdi at Colombea, a suburb of Pariq. 
'i'liero was a goodly attendance, Hcie in this churchy 
PiiPtoc Emili! Guedf doc& a fine work for God, and coq- 
vertcil mcmbcss ate constantly added lo the church. 
Uriti^h friendB will remember Paalor Guedj, perliapa, aa 
Mie silver-voiced singer. Several limoB in B[;[fa3t I have 
heaid him and have been captivated by his ainginc. 
nm to hear hlin aing in French — lliac Wns a treat never 
|i> bt forgotten! The language seemed to yive his voice 
Ihc fullest expre^ion. PflHiur GuedJ, of pure Jewish 
■lock, wa^ converted in Algiers, his birthplace. Coming 
lu I'lancej lie threw himself inio the work there also — 
innrricd the charming daughter of a well-known French 
imatur; und is noiv deputation secreiary of the I'rench 
llible MiEsJon which ie conipriacd of many cbLrches 
in I- ranee, Belgium, and Snitaerland. 

Motoi-iijg up lo Faria, I apofcc in the afterronn at 
mother little church of which Pastor GuedJ has the 
uvciaighE. Nr\t T was privile|^ed to address the folks 
KL the Tabernacle- 
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The Tabcmacle cIiuelLj "w^s faundtd by Monsieur 
Blircher^ the son-in-law of ihc tiilcnted PantOf Siiilltna 
nf ihc Freiicli Bible Institute, Beginning willi nulbiiig 
but the ]irorriis<H of God, this go<lly man began to 
build a house uiilo the Lurd. H grew, uiitlL row it h 
Q l&T^c church — with llircc hundrfil memliera. aa many 
diildren at (he Sunday School, thirleen workerSf and 
KgMlar convcrsions- 

Moet of these converaiona meaTi a true fight of faith 
in ptiyet. T]ic parents of one of the deacons were 
very much oppo'icd to his conversion. Hia faihcr had 
%vrJt[en a severe letter lo hi& son ^^hen he lieard iliat 
he had refused a >ery hiE^ poaition in a pcovrncJal 
town, becau&e he HXPiild have been ui^able to come to 
the Church and to brliip; up bis children in its Sunday 
School. What a folly to seek Eirat the kingdom of God 
and His righteousness I The sun auStied very niiicb. 
for he Inved hiq father tenderly, bMt he remafned firm 
and prayed for liJs pareritB' conversiori. After ten 
ye^rs of peiseverine prayern both bis father and mother 
fo\][HJ the way of Salvation through Chiisi at ihc 
Tabcrnatle. 

Another v^oman had married a divorced man- The 
R,C. Church refused to blcsa the -weddinKj and 
ahe became a rcli^ous ouTcaste. Bfcoming ill with 
tuherculosii^i Fihe tealii^ed thai death was near. In her 
troubled soul, she wanled the comfort of her religion, 
but tlic priest wnuld not absulvc hur. For htr theic 
waa no foigivcnesa and no peace. Getting a litUc 
better, she left The boapital and relumed home. One 
day in Clae Tabernacle window she saw the open Bible. 
She E^ad il, and spoke to (he booksellers. Dcing hungry 
for [he Word of God, she was prepared for the ^ospel^ 
wHfl converted, and joined the Tabernacle this year. 
Her husband ill so found the Sas-ioor. 

I enjoyed tljc meeting at llie Tabernacle, After I 
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kiid tpoktn to the helievere, we hud a lime of prayet 
Bnd it heesme a time of individua] contesbion of need 
nnd seekiijg for blessing. 

Later on that evening, I spoke for The fourth time — 
this time in the Rus&iaii Evungtlical Movement ehurch. 
'V\\<:it Russian Chfi^iiaru were very interested to feam 
of my espcrioTCcs in Russia. The meeting lasted ever 
BO loijg on account of an open lime of prayer and 
Individual confession which followed an address on 
revival. 

My heart went out to these exiles of Russia in Paris. 
They CJine from all walks in life — what contrasts were 
there. One of my audience ivas tlie tliatming Princese 
Lieven who, jji an interesting ccmveraadoo, gave me 
■napptecialionof the ministry of the laie Lord Radstock 
in old Ht. PeTeraburfir Another listener was a profcs- 
tional shoplifter, whn, when convened, inaiated on 
pnyrng bach all her thefts in instdi^ients — much to the 
amazement of the shopkeepers. 

Here is a letter from tiie pastor of this Russian church: 

"1 am very anrry ihHt I miftaed the opportunity 
of meeting you personally on the occasion of your 
vidii to Paris. As I am acqiiaimcd witli your boolca. 
It would have been a great pleasure ^or jne to have 
met you— perhapa that will be possible on another 
Occasion, We arc certainly very much in sympathy 
with the cause you represenr for there is great need 
for revival jmong the churchen, 

"Our work is being earned on among iIjC Russian 
emi|;rfa Jii France and Beli^um. Over 500,000 
Russians are to be found in thcw countries. They 
left Russia after tfic October Rcvolutinn and CiviL 
War. All &Qr|6 and conditions of men are repre- 
&eriied in their midst — arifTocrsta, profesaors, stu- 
dents, officers, writers, artists — a.nd in difTeitnt waya,

"Switzerland," to quote Revival m Ewopf. "has 
bcon BO wonderfully blessed in the past iliai Ler re^pun- 
flibilicy is trenienduiHj and notiiinjj but a revival can 
Save her from judgment,"

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I arrived in Rwit^^erland -a*i usual, without friends, 
ivo&pects, or money, I spRnt the DJght in a hottl at 
I'liun on Thuncrscc. f remeniher well ftayifig lo my- 
self than night, "If somstiai^ doesn't Jufppen SMfi, I 
wonder what I'll do with these few ceiiiiEneSb I'm 
ncnrly pennilesa." 

Sojiieiliing did happen. 

Rsmvtii in Europe gave the addresii of 9 Certain 
Doctor of FJuloaophy — Mrs. Wasserzuj;. I had heard 
this godly lady spoken of in places far apart in Eutojie 
— jio I deiermined to find liec and introduce myself. 

Conae^^ucnCly, one bright morning I arrived in

A friend of Fr^u Wa$Ktr/tig 
invited me tu address a meelin^ in his church on 
SiJnriay, So on Saturday I arrived in the old town of 
Aarau Bih] flpolte in I lie Free Keformed church. 
Ffarter Gutchet> the pa^tof, is a gudly man, lull of 
espeetdtion of revival. 

1 wanted to go to Prague. But it wan a (onjj Ji:^- 
fance accoas three countries, so 1 was puzzled lo know 
what to do. On the way to the BCiiii)n I fi>und an 
envelope in my cOJt puctct, upcncd it^ found a sum 
uf mnney, with the words "to dear Mr. On. foT strong 
tea." SomeoDe who kneiv Uial I was an Irishman, no 
doubt! In pans of the Condneni one i? given a pale, 
coloured i^atcr which the natives mistakenly refer In aa 
r^a. They alsn ^apply a Jug of hoi water "in case it 
i& too Birnng!" 

At the station 1 was handed my ticltet to Zarich by a 
g;cmf!:maii whose acquaintance 1 had made a few houm 
prevjuu&ly. And then Pfarrer Gulcher appeared with 
an anonymniis gj ft nf money. It took mejn?t to Prague. 

Jn the middle of the night, while 1 slept, the train 
crossed the frontier af SwitTHerknd.

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THE BLUE DANUBE 



TiiPGE is something very fascinating ahout the River 
Danube. Ii& two thousand miles, from source to mouth, 
are full of interest, nf fiisiory, of geography, of romance. 

Rising in Ihc Klack Fore&t of Southern Germany, 
the Danube ^sashes the soil of Czechoalouakia, Aufetria, 
HunfiiirVi Jugoalaviaj Bulgaria, and liumania, where it 
finaUv empties its millions of gallons into the Black Sea. 

And so 1 will recount the Htory of my wanderings 
in these seven countries just ja one would teli the 
Blorv of ibe rneanderings of the Blue Danube. A? ihe 
reader will iincice, there is justilication for the con- 
nection. 

Cztcho&hoakin—Thf. Land nf Unst,. 

Early one morning, as I journeyed from Munich to 
Prague, 1 csughi my first ghmp^e of the Dariube at 
Ratisbon (Regensburg) in Bavaria. Crossing the great 
BoKeroian forest, I arrived the same aflemoon in Prague, 
the busy capital of Ciiechoalflvafcia, First of all, I went 
to the Post Office; aecondly, tn bonk a cheap room al 
□Li hotcli thirdly, to loolt for tlie friend of a man whom 
I \\nA met in Warsaw. AH three endeavours were suc- 
cesafully accompli thed. 1 lud the pleasure of a waJk 
and a i^lk with the gcritlcrriarb in question, who told 
me that hu "bad ihnughl that 1 was getting ready ta 
go to America, had decided to write and a'lk mt to 
visit Prague fiifil; and he nnw considered it Urtle leaa 
tlian a miracle ihat the subject of so much thought 
siinufd arrive in person.^' 
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That niglil I waJk^d bflck inru iIib hotel Inunge^ 
inatructcd the porter to have me wjtcucij it b,i^ a.m. 
— and so to bi:ii. Bi:fore nztiring, my eye was caught 
hy B naiice hiiQging on the back of njy hcdfOom dojc. 
It was a Eicaie of tihargcii in Czech and German 

"More money/' I said to myarlf* as I noliced t!iat 
the charge for the rnom wm twcnTy crowns plus one 
crowd for the chamberniaid, 

I jumised Tfp, und Then calk-d "Ja?" 

The door opened, and the ponei handed me my 
biiS. 

VvT a moment I was bewjIderecJ, 

*'Caii he noi trust me till the momfn^?*' I thought. 

The purler he&ilatcd. 

"I huf gif To you ze bill but you no pay " 

"Whal di}es he mean?" I thought. 

The porter hesirated» and began a^dn: 

"I haf you giffen re hill, hut ir jji pay " 

Opening ihe bill, I found that it waa a reeeipL 

"Hut I ](ave yon no money!" I said, bul I thought, 
"Am I ^ettinp absent- [isiiidcd ? Did I pay in advance P" 

"You gif me no money," explained the porier, 
"Uul your friend come here juai now wilh pay it." 

"Of course r' I said» as I realieed llit petition. "My 
friend paid it in advance. 'ITiank youl Good night," 

I closed the dyor behind liim. 

"Hiimphl" said 1 aloud, fif« in Czeeh and then in 
German. And a short lime aflerwards I M'as sleeping 
peacefully io the bed m strangely provided for, 

Prague, the capital city of the new Hepuhlic of 
Czechoalovalia cstabhshed by Ihe Feaee Treaties, is a 
modern cily. Bill aa capital of Bohemia it haa a much 
older history. Ab^ut the time of Wyclilfe, John Husa 
was preaching Reformati'^n in Bohemia and within a 
few, dt Lades, Bohemia became largely IVolcstaiil. But 
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IliiHa was rnafsyri'ri, and ihc Protestaiif: ^vere cruelly 
|iiT.irr(i|edp killed or driven out — undl Hohemia became 
K .in Catholic again. 

i\\\-.-x the waTh Bohemia, Slovakia, Moravia, Suh- 
[.'jrpathia, and other lerritoiics formerly under A.u&lro- 
llungarian rule wcro cungtiluled inCo an independent 
[epjblic with Czech, S!ovafc, and kindred dialects as 
I he lan^iage. With such a leader as Presidem Masaryk 
ii[ ilie helm, the country ha& iHounshed. I'he popula- 
[ion is over fourteen millions, iwo-thirds being Roniaii 
Llntholic, and over a million being Prolefitania. Stnce 
Llic War there has been a niovemenl towards ihe Protea- 
limt chiirchce. The I^ufheran and Reformed churches 
nrr niiineiii:a3ly the strong er Protestant denominations, 
but there are also Methodists, Baptists, Congrega- 
iLonalisits and others. 

I had a tcry nice meeting in the Methodfst chureh 
in Pmguc. In introducing me the Superintendent said; 

"Mr. Orr's book came into my hands on Saturday, 
(ind I spnke twice in the Sunday services about it. 
And heliold, Mr. Orr arrived on Monday T' 

The pastor then interpreted for me We fell the 
Lord^s presence in tlic prayer-season which fuHowcd* 
■ome confrg^ing reed and nrhera praying for revival of 
heart. Mucii prayer was offered for revival in Czecha- 
ilovakia- 

Anstria and Gay Vienna. 

Csccboslovflkia und Austria are separated (near 
BraCi^lavi]) hv the Danube. It i^as via Bratislava that 
1 enteied Austria and travelled to Vienna, Arriving at 
6.30 am., i walked along the Btrecls umJI I arrived 
nt a park. I was silting on a seat, eating an apple, 
when a young man camo along and a^ked for the 
change of filty grustWn— preiULuably for tlie telephone. 
1 apoke to hriu in Enghsh, and to my burprise be 
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replied fautlkffly, Wf elrm:k up a conversirion, and 
rhen he in^i^tcd on accojiipanying me, carry! ne rny 
bog 10 iJic General Peat Office. He wa^ a medical 
Fini^(?nT and ? Jew. An hour later wc were together in 
a caf^f wlien Iii: raised the question nf flalvation. So 
intcieated was iic that lie missed his lecJiircs Hi ths 
University. I diacovcred iTiat he waa not an orfliodox 
Jew, he being inslead a sort of agiio^ic. Bui he waa 
very tager tn Irarzi my "point of view," 

Vienna igiiureTy one of the most beauif fiil of Eiitopean 
cities. The wide b^cvards, Ihe build[n^s, [he parka 
— all are of ihe hrst order. One-third of Au^iiia's 
pupiiUilion [nearly seven miJiloDa) reside in this beaiili- 
Ful placif. But Vienna was formerly capital of a large 
Empire, and is dow too h[)i for [ho liltlu Republic 
created after rhe war. There is a afrong desire on the 
part of the people for tinioil of 4iimeaort with Germany^ 
biit the Gov^rnmenr (a dietatorBhip) has forbidden any 
expreaaion of such a desire. Thia (lid no! prevent 
several AuaCrians telling me tliat 9 erowiiig ppipoitiun 
wanted lo be irieoipocated in Hjllet'a Third RcicLi. 
I heard from Ciirifltians the warmest approval of 
Hitlcrj himself an Austrian. 

Oolj' three per tenl. of Auslria h Protestant and 
the Tvork of God is very severely liandicapped. Roman 
CflthoLJci^in of the domineerLnff type la The "cock of 
the roofii," One of my friends told me that he piib- 
liahed a bill announein^ Thai he would speak ou "Tlie 
practice of religion iir ilie salvation of Christ— which f" 
He narrowly escaped prison for /fiii hltaphemy against 
the Homaii Catholic Church. 

But all Ebe Evangelical groups are nnited in Cheir 
desiie fur a reviviil, Mr. H. Martyn GoochV recent 
viait helped to deepen the fccliny of unity, I was lold. 
But whijt a great deal remains to be done.

All tlirough 
llicfatefuldays which preceded the ultrmalUrtUo Serbia, 
llutigary wiis for peace. And yet Hungary auffeied 
muit in the peicc trtjljes after ihe war. The Treaty 
nf Trianon disposed of tr^o-tturdi of the territory of 
tlje former Kingdom of the .Magyars, and placed /our 
million Hungarians under the yotc of three foreign 
Govcrnmiinis.

Protestants, chiefly Luiheran arid Reformed, but also 
including Meihodiura and Baptists and oihcrs. The 
Prntcgtanls warn, na icstoratioii of the Hahshiirg family 
lo tJm vacant throne. The Ilabsburga ivne and arc 
stilJ bigoitd Rontan Catholics, Tlic Regent and Prime 
Minister arc both Protestants,

Wiles— j£ Ihe BEJLibh and Foreign Bible SucieCy — fiad 
pone farfhflT soTith. Thia put m« fn a difficult posiiion, 
for his was the Only adJre&s of which I had heard. 
His asiisTants were most obliging, but they informed 
me thai there would be no nubltc meeiin^'£ during the 
shorl period of my stay. Right until ihc evj^ing of 
my depiircurcn I had met no othf;r Chriatianfi. I had 
dcleimincd not lo leave Ju^slavig wilhout speaking 
aomeivhere — and yet T had booked my place on the 
midnight traini I called at the Y.M.C.A,, but there 
was no one there: I eatled at ihc Salvation Army, the 
Captain was out. 

At 7. 15 p.m.pIwcntbaektolhcSalvaTion Army Corps, 
found llie CspTain in, and was imniedistefy invited to 
Qpe^ OP llie deeper Icutha of Chriftlian experience at 
a meeting for aoldicri only. This Array effort had not 
been slaited long. 

"They arc nearly all jual 'babes in Christ'," said 
ihe Captain, "wiihoul any background at alk So your 
menage will be needed." 

We had a helpful meeting. 1 believe that somelhmg 
was accomplished, SeveriJ aoldiets came out to the 
pGnileni form lo renew their covenant with God, ta 
confers failure, and to seek for blessing'. And so I 
Spoke in Jugoslavia before the midnight train. 
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JugDBkviJi IS a n:ftion in the making. I'ot lire LuLidicd 
years or so. the grealer pan of ihe country was under 
the iron heel of the Turks— a dcsolaring, deslrucdve 
dcsp-Jtisin. Then began the aare of Ubtratinn — viTir, 
war, uar^ iinill ihe end of the Great Wur. The Peace 
treaties se( up the new stale of Jugoslavia ci»[npris- 
ing Serbia, Croaiia, Sloveiiii, Monlenegro, .Bij&nia, 
HtiiCgo\Hiia, etc. — all kindred Slavic people, speating 
much the same language. 

The populatiiin i^ now 14,000,000, Fofty-bevcn pec 
qeni:. aie Pravoslau (or Grtck OnhcMloK), rhiny-ninc 
per cent, are Roman Calholics — chiefly Croats of the 
norlJi, eEevKH per cent, are Moalema. Theic are very 
few Protc^tiinla. 

"The Greek OrEhodoit people are dead/' 1 was told, 
"and tlie T.urhcians arc asleep." 

Of course there arc OLceptions. One heare that 
several Oriliodos prieatB arc converted iinw— and thry 
ceitaitily encourage Bible rciidin^. But the proI^Jem of 
JugoaEaviu is a grave one. 

A revival in tlic big dead churches is noT imposaihle. 
But rcvi\'al generalTy rcaehes profemisg CiiriatLans after 
it has chajr^ed pinjesiing Chrialians. 

At Belgrade, before I left, I enjoyed viewing tlie 
mighty Danube which flows pasl The city towards The 
ita. There J packed my bag and 6et off along (he vajfey 
— likeivise lo^ards ihc sea. 

The JanI ttf thf Bulg'^i. 

A party of American louti&fs (I im tolfj) wa^ traveling 
along Ihc Bulgarian roads jn a fjst car — wJiich broke 

down. The gentleman of the party did Viiii best to 
repair the darnsge — but hb efforts and ihose of the 
Bul^ian driver were unavaihng. After en hour or 
Ho, another bl£ car Etopped, Its driver und another 
man enquired what was ihe Iroublcn lent williflg 
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heipf and soon had the fir^t car ready for tlie road 

"Whai'll I give him for a tip?" said tlie American 
to his driver. 

The BiiIkjt smiledr 

"WCiatever yoj like. Tlial is Boris, King of 
Bufgaria." 

'i'he King of BulL-aria is very pupularj and lie iA Bt 
friendly as the DulgJirians Ehi-ni^rlvrs. 

Bulgaria lifls not heen a foriiinale country. For 
centuries it was uiider the blight of Turkish mi:sniana|!c- 
ment Then came the war ol liberationH and Bulgaria 
WHS freed. In 1912 began the Pir&t Balkan War — 
Serbia^ Rumania, Slulgarin and Greece unitedlv defeated 
the Turks. Scarcely liad the inL of the peace treaties 
hfLcn blctled, when the Second Balkan War br"l:c Out, 
imd Riilijaria had to lif^ht Kurriania^ Greece^ Serbia and 
'E'urfeey. One is not greatly surprised to learn that 
Bulgaria was defeated. Thi; Other couiUrieSj of course, 
helped tlicmselvrs to Bulgarian territory. Pcrdinond, 
the King of Bulearia, dragged his people (much again?! 
their will) inio [he Great War on the tide of the Cenlrwi 
Powera. The resultant situation was pandoKical. 
Bulgaria, undefeated until the last battle, lost tirore 
territory. Rumania, on the Allied side, <vas over-run 
rri>ni ilie btginuiiig uf the War — yet came out of it 
Lnore than twice ihv i^lie. 

At present, Bulgaria ia on better terms with her 
neighbour, Jugoslavia. Some Bulgarians talk about the 
Union of these two Slayic peoples, which would create 
H Slavic bi'ic of 20,000,000 peojilc. The Rulgarians 
themselves are now tljoroui^hly Slavic, for ahhuu^h 
the original Bulgar ectders were of Central Asian 
Turkish origin, they lost their language liy inter- 
marriage. 

The population of Bulgaria is approximately six 
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nuIKon, nisotlier Iwo niilliDn living; rmtsidf ihc kingdom. 
Two-ihirdh are Pcavu&liiv (Greek Oiihorin^il Cliurch 
fldherEnlFi, and only a liny propotrion nf thc?c are 
qon verted Cliri&tians. The tvangelicel C3Tia« are 
Bmall. 

Sofia [b the capita], and there J amved itn one hor, 
awelreting afKmoon. I had a cordijl Idler of inlro- 
d^iction 10 a wclJ-known Christian leader, but as Bul- 
gariao aircet-oaiDea drc prJLilcd in Ihe dilHculi CvrilMc 
characiera, ! found Rreaf diffieulry in locadna the 
pJdco. Suddenly I wiis acc(Kte<3 hy a young amdent 
who flpokc German to me. Alihoikglt my German is 
prelty hcpcktB {never having studied il) I can nwke 
myaelf understood, TTijsnew friend insisted on wjiking 
the whcilc i)f the itarm and wtary way— and when at 
Lag( T arrived, we parted. But, tu my greal Fnirpritc, 
I dill not gel quite an enihuafaatic welcome from the 
Chri3ti.JLL kadcr, and so 1 [urned a^vay, very dis- 
heariencid and hopeless, trying to find aiiothei address 
mentioned to me, Ju'il wlicn I was feeling mo^t tniicr- 
ablc — who should accoai me but tlit Geiman-spejldng 
studfiil o^oin! After nn liour'a patient and dihgeni 
afarcli together {for I Lad tlie wrony addrefs) we 
Jcwited llic eecond Christian and, to my rclicfj mere 
received very grdLiously indEed. 

'ITiis second Christian haa a wonderful te&ticnoiiv to 
tcU. Of a Pratoslav famiJy, ho liaJ drifted into Com- 
munism r Wishing to study Enylr&fi, he was led to 
ChriiiE by Ihi! Siiinlly example of an Evan^eFical pastor, 
who aa tiitcir> 6poke not a word of "religion'* hut 
lived such a life that Mr. Simeonoff got converted. 
Pastor A. Simconoff studied in Swiiacrland, and ia 
e gri^at ]ingu[st he^idea being psator of a fiouri^hing 
diurch. 

I received a cnrdi^E welcome at liia prayer meeting 
(to which generally one hundred people cfmc) and 




[ln^re I preached tllC Word of revival, 'llianks he to 

God alonu, majiy testified of having received blfs-^ing 
and uplift. Tliei^e and niher sainle art praying for 
revival in Gulgdiia, 

Roairang ifrmugh Rumania. 

1 crossed the Danube again, this time on ii ftrry 
Rtcamer which carried me across the river tu Rumania, 
The ncjit train brought me up to Bncare&t, the capital. 

In the Rumanian capital I liad a touch of the disease 

vulgsrly referred tu aa "blue funk." And why ? 

Just because! 

Ityiu walked dtiwn the streets of Bucarc?t fcnovsing 
that after you had paid up for all thiit yoii knew was 
coming, y«J shifting remained ta spare cpih, how uould 
you fuel? 

Well, r felt that 1 wanWd Vt go home. But the dis- 
lance was nearly two thousand miles SA the crow flies 
—and besides, I cannot fly lite a crow. It wan jual as 
easy to go oil a? to go hack. 

I thought of another plan. Rliy not send a letter 
by air-mail to a certain friend in T-ondon and ask liini 
to eend me money by return air-mait— and hold on 
till relief came? It was feasible, but 1 

Fresh in my mind were the words of a letter from 
a friend in a reaponiible posirion in Lyndon, He slated 
that they would (fiometime) be glad to hear "how the 
Lurd has been pleased to giiidc, keep and bbsa you 
during the trip abroad.'' If I Itoriu^ed muiicy to return 
home, I would not have mudi of a story to tell my friend. 

1 had a conversation with myself. 

"What'll I dor'* "Well, you're not dead yer," "Yea, 
but 1 haven't a hope." "What about God'e priimises?" 
"But auppoaiiig T' "Where's youi faith?" 

Where indeed/ 

"Though He slay mc, yet wUI 1 trust Him." 
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Witli new Jc1criJiiiji3tiDii, 1 began lo miike enquiries. 
Soon J toil fid my ivay to The hiusc "f a Ccrnun pdsior 
— he v'^s away in Gtcmjnv, His iiitic son toot me to 
the house tii anuihet poatar. He vaa nnl in (I gjtheied) 
and BE my informant could not EpejJi English, I Eumed 
aivay iri despair. 

Juiii tlien a laJy came running up the atalra, and 
ErcctHid me in Englfsh, She waB Swiiis. Her hii&liand 
cnf!iigt:d me in conver^alian fhy intcrpreriilirtnj in order 
tu iearn iny buiiocss. Before the ciinveraiidon hiid 
got very far, T was told; 

"We are pleaaed to meet i^ith anyone intcreaied in 
revival. Perhaps yon will he BO kind as lo beeojiic 
oar gue&t In Buca.te'it-" 

An hour laicr ihe pastor lelurned, I introduced 
niysi"]/, //f uirnrd out to be a friend of my correspondent 
in Londnn — tlit Rcv. H. L. bUison. 

NesF day I told my friendft that 1 expected to leave 
Rumania the pame evening. So llicy hurriedly con- 
vened 3. mcetini. Considering the ihrcc-houra* notice 
given, there ■wiia Iruly a wiindcrful Eiirn-niiT. Many 
spoke CngKelj, but 1 tpKjkc by interpretation ffi the 
heneiJt of tliosc i^liu did not. I'he result u-aa the name 
as in oihei pljccG^ Several Christians were in tearHf 
all sought blessing, many confc'ifled failure and shott- 
toming (including my interpreter) — and ttmung other 
happy things, a (Inivcrai^ ptolessot Ueddcd for 
Christ. 

Again the Lord auppJicd my netrds in such a i^'ay 
as to make me feel ashamed nf my lack of faith, and 
the neM stage was wonderfully pt(>vii]cd for. 1 crossed 
the Danube (for the last time) near its niouih, en route 
fof Ki^nblan^a in the Dobnidja, At Kondtanza I 
hoarded a Riinianian ship, and said good-hye sit mid- 
night tf) Rujiianiflr 

Puraania is an interesting tuuntry. Its populaiion 
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niimbtrB dglitci;n millions, of which sisty per ^nl, arc 
t>recL Orihodox, one million Roman Carholic, one 
inillinn Greet Catholic, one million Jews, and one and 
a quarter ndllion Protestant?. Then: i^ real need of 
revival [n Rumania. There T9 Iiltle spiritual Life and 
|h(] morality is comparable wrtb that of France.

Turkey. Tiiey hud coniu frum the inwrior of Turftey, 
wheie lliey bad wurfccd fiithfully for a Kore of years. 

It waa there, aficr the time of ihc Armcsian m^ssactesn 
ihal these two ChrisiiaiLS bad llio joy of kvilnea&ing a 
reoiarhahfe revival which bepan flinortg the tiny tois 
of ao Armenian orphanage. This atrange moving of 
GoiJ'3 spirit all's thcm d new hope — ^ hope whicb 
was followed by arinlher cQon riachin^ Mnslema with 
the Gospel. Then (ulfowcd (he uiual persecution of 
converts^ miiny of whom had m flee to other parta 
of Turkey. To avoid further trouble, the Tirrkish 
aTithori^ir* requeued the missionaries to leave, and so 
they isrrivcd in Constantinople wondering what v/aa 
going to hsLppen ntxt. 

Ijiven morereMuily a young adherent of the Gregorian 
Church — one of the dead ChuicJiea of the Ejst— began 
his searcli fi>r God. Unlearned he ws^, yet he found 
bumethmy wljich the learned often mis^, Vahtain 
found salvation in Christ. 

In Conalantinopje, the misaionary (Mr. Lyman) and 
Vahram ^ot together- Ocie after wiulher, j-oung people 
unconnected and untouched by any Protestant Church 
were won for the Saviour.

"VaUrani wdi wonderfully used."

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AnyliiiWj this Tuiki&h-spe^kinjj group of helicvcifl 
UrcAi and grew. Dabca in Christ, pcv^e'^lng more 
rnlhuaiasm ihaii experience, yel they \^ere uncom- 
promising in condemning the half-hearted hfe of 
nominal Chriftiiane— an attitude which uroused some 
"ppositiOLi in tfie Protestant churches of the neighbour- 
hood, So this group of "livi!*' membcru iif the "dead*' 
r^regorian Cjiurch continued 3$ ^ueh, terribly in 
piirncst, and eager for spiritual truth— with Mr. Lyman 
*p npeetatur, f.yivr]iatfiiser and adviser. 

Vabram and his friends began to get a broader virion. 
They began lo ask 0B,kwTird questions in their earnest 
aearch fur iiiformahon ahout such "obscure" doctrines 
ax/titl iutreniet, victory op^r Aitf, and the fubmi of itv 
spirit.

Tliey "stieiched a [Miijit" ariJ kt him hind, Taking 
the foreign currency in the nkeaniime.

One after Einorber, these 
yiiung people art^e and confessed their failure and 
■hortcoming and sin. That thev were in earnest, no 
inic could doubt. Many of those present it ere in 
t<-ars, and so real was their penitence that a couple of 
tlie unconverted li&teners were broken down also, and 
miide a public decision for Christ, 

Vuliriiin followed me hume, wiiriiinR lo ask me a

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But I rtj^ nijacrably disappuintcd, and full of indig- 
niiiEon at the humbug and official ted-upe of The 
■Lilhorilies.

This Time a few testilied io ihh csperlcncc. It was 
new to almiiii all the others, [ gave my own leEtimony. 
In facfl of all the evidencgj they agieed that ihetc was 
euch a dcfinfTU tipcricnce. Finallv I explained the 
cxpcricpitc of the fulness of the Spirit. 

A girl walked furward. Tiitre was joy niiwd with 
determination in Jicr eyes. 

"She aaya," said Mri. Lyman, my interpreter, "that 
ahe is un&atistied, that she has sins and Rhoricomin^, 
bill that she want? tosucrcndcr herhfc and be filled with 
the SpiriL now. She asks yuti to pray wi[h hi^r now." 

I did so while slie kndC. When I i;«m[ii7ni.cii pray- 
inj; for her, she be^n to tremble and lob. The pcopfe 
looked on with wonder and nma^emeiil, not a few 
being broken down with tcais. Mrs. Lvman^ I could 
see, wiiiiLed to have a "yood try" herself, but checked 
herself in order to proi^eed with the interpretation. 

Two young men and on elderly wuin":! took the 
girl'6 place, kneeJing in f^oot of llie people- 
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" Ilifi>rc T pray with vou," I said, "yon rnu^T Ci>tife99 
ttiy hindrance." 

One of the youn/ men tremblingly began to cnnfe*A 
iBCfrt sm^ his confession making most of the other 
rellcjiA's in the meeting bury their faces in their bands, 
And tlie woman prayed audi u piithctlc piaytr that 
■<'veril Oilier wonjcii burst into tears. After I had 
[ir.iycd iviih a dozen people, the nscetinir toot another 
lu[[i. Sev'eial unconverted came forward seeking 
pjil^ation. 1 a&ked them to pcay for themselves. It was 
^vimdcrfnl (0 hear them alamm&r their oonlissiuns as 
■ iniier^ needing the Saviour. 

"There are mhcr Christiana in the meeting who 
|i,ivc been convetted for many years, Tlip) wariC 
lih'S^in)?, but they will not confers their need because 
o( their pride." 

The nest group comprised Church workers and 
cominirtee men, looking rather aehaiited. 

'I'lun p youHS gi^l came forward, No! kciouning 
whether she was converted or otherwise^ I asked her 
what &he wanted us to pray for. 

A sweet, wistfo! look came over her face. 

"1 waul evtryllung.'* 

And so we praved for her, and ?ihe gave tlianki for 
aulvation, victory over sin^ and the fulness of ibe Spiiit 
in ibe same breath. 

t had been told of a young man, sueh a good worker 
fiji Clinst, who Jiad married an attractive bul uncon- 
verted girl, and had since backslidden. And when a 
young fejlo^'', who had been sitting at the back wjth 
a haid, le^i^iiog iook on his face^ suddenly broke down 
and came foruard, Mrs. Lyman whimpered: 

'^Thai is tlie husband. The wife is sitting at the 
difor.'* 

After he hud confessed his b^r^k^lidiiii pubiicly, 
we pravcd with him. This man began to pray so 
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eirnesily and M brokenly that I 39kcd Mrs. Lyman to 
explain. 

"He i* praying for his wife's cflnver^io.i." 

1 lucikcii iiji- A wave of fierce ancer had s^'epl over 
the fdce of tlie girl at tbe door. I feLt a surge ot pity 
ID my licarr for her, and frir over an hour I agonised 
ID piayci lor bnr aulvatlun. The hu^banil went bacb 
to his KBi, rhen riimin^ round to give lii^ wiF:: a fook 
of entrealy fio deep thai I sihaM never forget lE. She 
returned 3 sneer of scornfuf derision. 

"I won't close ihe meeting^'* 1 thought to myseif, 
"uniiL that girl decides for Christ." 

Oiher Chrigrians and una-ived kept coming to rha 
"penncnt form.*' I rcjuiccd in God's working, but 
my heart hied for the hard-hearred girl at the door- 
way. Sn T addresfied appeal after appeal m the meeting 
generally I all the tunc ihinlting particnlady of the 
young wife. The only rciult was that othtr ainiiois 
in other parts of the meeting would suddenly buJEl 
into Tears iind cnme forward seetinf; j^alvarion, 

"There is stiH someone here with a very hard heart. 
Don't forget that someone who loves you is prnyiog 
for you.*' 

Again I was thinking of the girl and hcr husband, 
but my appeal touched in&tcdd a youiij? man who liriew 
that hiii mother wii in the meeting piuyiTig lor him. 

*'If this girl is ao hard/' 1 thought, ^'nhy doesn't 
she CI* horned" 

Then in a flash I realised one of the causes of her 
r^aist^nce. The gici sitting be^Ido her -mbs apparently 
unconvccted also, ;uid ihey -were whispering in ord« 
to strengthen each other's resistance I kept my eyes 
on tJieni, and when they knew thit I had read their 
hearts, they ceased the whispering, and the dijliant 
smiLes faded away. 1 feCt that victory was comiiii^b 
Since the young husband's oiitbur&t, dot a few Christiana 
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"pre prayine for the wife. The hands of the clock 
wpfc creeping up to midnigijl, but nobody seemingly 
wnmed to go honif . At tnrdnight, both the girls walked 
fiiiward and kiie[t down at the front, seeking forgive- 
nraa of sin with tears in their eye*. A fev; minutes 
Inter we closed the meeting. From the time we began 
10 pray for that girl until she decided, every other 
iimier — with Ihe e^iception of a Moslem woman sus- 
pected of beiug 1 spy— liad decided for Christ. 3v.l 

When WE arrived home, the cocks had commenced 
linking the prelude to their serenade of the dawD. 
We were tired but happy. 

"Mj he'.irt is full,*' said Mr. Lyman, "for I realise 
lliai God has aniivcred the prayers of many months. 
We prayed for that young fellow who huckslid when 
he married, and now he has been refiiored and his 
wife lias decided. And many others, too — 'all in a 
bnnch — -ya. God has done the impossible." 

On Wedneaday evening %^ removed lo the nearest 
eliuich at the invitaiion of the pa^iar. T was greatly 
BiiTpriscd to find It so large. The ^lace lAas packed 
I<i the dorjrs with hundreds of people — and just to think 
ihnT this was Turkey, and thai the meeting had been 
nrrariged the night bclorc. T'hc majority of people, 
I lielieve, had tome out of curiosity aroused by reports 
of the cvtraordinary happenings of the past fern days — ■ 
nirl, as in the other meetmgEi, beoaiiae they nanled 
hle'^sing. The hghts faded three limes before I got 
Hiaricd, 1 did nut attempt to preach a sermon. God 
guided me to speak of past revivals, bibb^al and iiis- 
lorical, and then T explained how ihey coiild have 
one. 

At ten p.m. we announced a hymn, and invited fha 
people who had to liavs, to go uut quietly. The great 
majorily remained and every scat continued to be 
filled. 
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A man al tlie from had juntpol to bia feet T 
Dwldcd. 

"About a month iigo/' he aaW, "we had a ccmceri 
bcrc, Tlie pUce was packed to ilie dogra. I fell very 
aad, and 1 said to m^^clf^ ' i would to God thar aiicH t 
thing were Inie of ihc Wcdiiwday Prayer Meeting/ 
I camr along to-nighT i^lfing God to intwcr my piayer. 
The itJifiocfible lias happened-" 

Vsibram and stveral others got up and lold Iww they 
had been converted, and gave details cif how [hoy had 
Burreniiered their Uves in seeking the ftilne&s of tlie 
Spirit. Wbat Joy TdJiattd from their facta as they 
magnrAcd Christ. One girl, c^iplaining her unv.Dithi- 
tic?a, burst imo tears and cnuld nut go on. Nominal 
and non-Chrisliens who Lad lieen whrapcriiiy and 
laughuigH hegan to ait up and take notice. And when 1 
Bated all those who haJ experienced revival during 
the past ihici: days to ^tiind up a& a witness, Eliey ^vere 
etrll mnre d^ply impresqt d hv the fact that ihcic ircie 
scoreSr 

It bore fruit. Others were broken down and fvo 
dn^n decided for Christ. "We cloaed the nieeting hefuro 
midnight — ^and even then they did not want to go 
home. 'I'he pa&toc and Mc. Lyman arranged a meeting 
foi new uunverLa, enquired and Christians . 

Al the dnor, the young hifshand, previoiisLy men- 
tioned, cjme with liis pretty wife to greet roe. We 
talked a liltle in French. What a change in the girll 
Instead of the uM, hjrd luuk of deliance, her face 
ahone with the toEt Liglit o£ inward pcatc whith certainly 
added to her hcauty of feature. The hu^iband. looked 
very happy. 

And so the campaign came to an end. When one 
remembers that 1 arrived uithouL prospects, one is 
Overwhelmed with amazement. 
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The Chnslia't of July 4, 1935, gave prominence to 

IIlc fulCowing report; 

*'A worker of the American Mission, Islambul, 
Turkey, Mr. Janif:? K. I,yman, ^endi^ us the following 
particulars concerns ikg llie visit of Mr, J, Edwin 
Orr;— 

"'Mr. J. Edttin Orr came to uij on lunu tj, looking 
for du oppiirtunity Eo talk to Chri?*tiaJi pcipje tun- 
cerning revival. EIc i^poke to a group of fifty people 
thai eveninjE. Twn ynving people decided for Christ, 
iiud quite a number acknowledged their lack of power 
over iiin, and sought such power through prayer. Mr. 
Orr planned to leave for Athena on the followiog 
Mfindiiy, but as there wa3 jio boat ihai day, he 
waited for the Tuesday boat, whjcb he mJ^ed by a 
narrow margin, and was obliged to wait for the 
Thursday boat. Due to this delay he spoke to five 
prayer groups instead of one. There were iome forty 
deciaion? for Christ, and more Ihaii a hunilred who 
sought pQwec over tin and tiie iriGIliny of tlie Holy 
Spirit. 

"*Since the beginning of the year, under the 
leadership of a young Armenian with little cdui:ation, 
hUme forty or fifty young people had come icilu a 
new eiperlencc of the saving power of Christ, Noi 
a few of the^e were praying for tlie infiihng of the 
Spirit. We ah feil tlial we ewe much to Mr. Orr and 
hja message. Many of us are on a highr;r plane of 
Christian experience and faith. In fact, our groups 
seem quite difFctent, and all arc looking forward to 
a revival,'" 



Al Kesu-ick Convention 1 received b Eovely letter 
from Mr. Lyman. It encouraged ine so much thai I 
quote from it here: 
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"Mrs. Lyman and I wete in Sculiin aTtending our 
Mi^gion iiDHua] mcclin^, so Ji was only a day or a* ' 
ago iLat \\s rcLeiviiil ymir Jeiier from Jerusalem, 
Wc were gTad to hear from you onct moie. 

"Many people ivAvi asked for you, sod I know 
thit sakoy afc ptayin^ for you. 'I'licy are most 
grateful to yoii for the messnge which yod brought 
and for the blessing that rej^iilled. 

"I know that in nol a fcvf iostaDcos our young 
people were on a new plane spiritually aa a result 
of your vJEJr, Personally I found my own filth 
to take from the Lord for the. advancement of Ilia 
Kingdonfk^ greatly inc^ea^d. 

"I first btcame conscious of this increase of fuith 
ihc day you left us for Athens. Mrs. Lyman, Vahram 
and 1 were prayih|i, and T was codscious that the 
Lord antwered my priiyer then and [>ier*r. 'Tin; 
nest morning a[ family piayera wc decided to a^Jt 
in faith and to thank Him for the answer. We 
prayed for tliose youn^ people fiom Marash who 
have proved unfaithful and turned back. When 
WE thanked Him for the answer ^e were all three m 
tears as we realised that He did indeed grant our 
request. One of thesie haq since phown a [^yiini of 
repcnlannzc, and we look for the same change in the 
otliCrB. 

"That murning after family prayers, i retired to 
the upataira room for praver. ... 1 have often 
praved for Marasli, hut had not aaked thai we miuhl 
return there, but I uas led tliai moininij: to aak for 
our return tu takt up the work in that ciiy. . . , I 
asked for smm: evidenct of how 1 was tu know th^t 
Ihifl waa to be. (1 bclitve) that the Eovtrtmicnt 
will request it, and funds will be providedr I 
know thai the Lord will dn grent thinea in the 
Near East,

And so good-bye, Constantinople! I waa really 
sorry to lci\e Che house of the Lymans, a liaven of 
hospitality and fedowsJiip. Vahram carried my bag 
to the boat and kissed my hand in the 'I'urkish fashion. 

Wc st<:jimed out of the picturesque Golden llnrn, 
iiLtu the bcauciful Itosphoras, watching the citasnifheenC 
skyline of mosque and mbiartt fade away. Soon we 
were m[n the deep blue waleta of the Se!i of Marmara, 
hcsnling for the Durdanelles and the Aegean !Sea. On 
either tidy lay Turkey — the land of oppoifunltv, 

Foi tenturies the U'urks have been the biilwnrts 
of lalam These people came originally from the Central 
Asian cradle of racfifij settled JII Asia Minor, and adopted 
Islam. Their military power seemed irresistible. They 
over-ran the whole of the Near Eat.(, cun<juered Europe 
up to Vienna, enslaving Egypt and North Africa, 
dominat][ig Ihu Mediterranean. 
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Under tJie Sultans, ihcy created a dcipoiie enipire 
which appeared invincible. Dr. G rattan Giiinnesa 
Pipluined theii power by ideritlfyin^ them ^itli the 
HiTBi ll[ver Kupliratce of prophecy- Then came "the 
(liyLng-up of the Euplirales/' They were defeated at 
Vienna, Iniii Hungary, were driven out of N<irth Africa 
by Ptance, Serbia rebelled, Rumania, Bulgaria and 
Greece were liberated. Italy drove them our of Tripoli, 
the Halhan War aliiLfel fniflhed them in Eurtrpe, and 
the Great Wjt smaelied the Empire entirely, the British 
taking E^ypt, liberatinf^ Palestine, pushing them oul 
of MeAopotaiTiia and Syria. Tuikcy^s djya were num- 
bered. Her neighbours began to demand her territory. 

'Ihen came an awakening. Mustapha Kemal Pabha 
appeared from nowhere, defeated the Greek*, united 
the Turku as one man. He then began to Europeanise 
the CDunLry — a task which seemed impossible in the 
face of Moslem bigotry. This Iro]i Dictator achieved 
ihe Lmpossible — he liberated women, hamied the fez, 
defied the Moslem fanaria, ^ave religions freedom, 
nhu]J!H|i&d dlKtinclive religioiiE dress, altered the Arabic 
acri^f to our Latin character, changed the weekly 
Jioliday from Friday (the Moslem Sabbath) to Sunday. 

But who is going to take advantage "f the oppor- 
tunity? Not thu miflsiirtiarjes — for Ihe Turkfl do nnt 
want any more forcigneie, WIto then^ Tuckish- 
spealiing Chtistiiinii— ihe indigenous Church. For 
ceiUlirke? ihe Christians of Turkey — 'Turks, ArmenianB 
and Gretks — have been downtiffldden. They were 
murdered, plundered, maaaacred, rubbed^ and sulfeted 
many things btcautc of their faiih. But uiosi of these 
folkii ro-day ate only Christians just because they are 
not bifrn Mo^ieius or Jews — and few of them have 
been horn again. The majority are not witnesfica, and 
Lliis — sad to say — applies often Eo rrolcstants as well 
as the adherents of the Eaatem churches.

As soon as poisihio, we v^cnC down to see the pastor 
of the Greek Evangclitai Church in Pirsus. As the 
pnpiior anticipated a auijjical operation in a few days' 
time, he regarded me as a God-send, I was offered 
the morning and evening scnicca on the Sundayr 

We had a [^-oodly crowd U both eetVEceSr Tlic first 
service was a preparatory one — and the second hnre 
fruii, tnking tlie fotin of a revival meeting at which 
Christiana BurTendered all to Iheir Master. 

One of tho^e icho was broken down admitlwl publicly 
that he had had tlie intention of killir^ the nun wtio 
had just run away with hii unfairhfnf wife He, loo, 
found peace. 

After tiic Chrifitianfi liad been dealt with, wo prayed 
for the iineonveried. Thank God, about ihirty Greets 
inKdc a public decision to accept Christ as Saviour.

And again at the two Armenian njceiioi^s, cti aversions 
followed tho rcvlvinir of Christians.

To me, the doctor and his wife played ihe role of 
perfect hoi.t und hu^tCfiS- Tfianks to them and io their 
other two cQlleagiiti, I was very happv ihcie.

God 
that made the world and all things therein, seeing 
ihal He ig I-orJ of heaven and earth dwcllclh not 
in tcmpke made wiih hands; ]Meiihci is worshipped 
v.[\li men's hande, as though He needed any thing, 
netting He giveth to all life, and breath and all thin^i 
And hath made of One blood all nations of men for 
ut dwell on all the face of the earth, and hiiih dccei- 
miiiud ihc times hefoie appuiiilcd, and ihc bounds 
(hf iheit habitation; That tbe^ ahould seek the Lord, 
if haply they might feel after Him, and find Him, 
though lie be nut fai from every one of us: For in 
|[im we live, and move, and have cue being i as certain 
al&u of your own poets have said, For we are also 
His olTspfirig, Forasmuch then as w& are llie off- 
h]iiiisg of God, v^s ou^ht not to think that the God- 
lieid is like unto gold, or silver, or atone, graved 
Uy art and miUi'B device. And the timta of this 
ignorance Gi'd winded at; but now commandeth all 
iiifn evi:ryiuhere do repent; Uccauso He halh appointed 
IL day, in u'hich Ue ^^iU judyc the world in righteous- 
ness by that man whom He haih ordained; whereof 
He hath given assurance uillo all men, in that He 
haih raised him ftom the dead. And when they 
heard <if the rcanrieoiion of the dead, somt motLed: 
und others u^id. We wiQ heat thee ag^in of this matter. 
So Paul departed from among lliein. Howbeit cer- 
tain men clave to him, and believed: among the which 
was Dionysius The Areopagiie, and a woman darned 
IJumarin, aJjd olhert with them." — Acts ivii. 17-34- 

I read these words whifc Billing on Mar's HilL How 
Irue they are. The majority of Athenians and Greeks 
aijll "worship ignordntiy'* an ''unknown God." 

With a population o£ *.ii; and a half million people, 
Grecoe ha^ but a handful of Evangelienk Christians. 
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And ye[ Iho iTiiiJ<jrily call lhemfj]lvta Chr]5Ti:ijia, owning \ 
the Bway of Ilic GitcL OrLbcdo^ CIjui^Jl Id this 
Church, it tb imp, there ate fiome dovoul believers^ 
but tbe super&titEOU^ folk prtdomin&tc. 

In che va5t majority of Orthodox Churches, there 
Lib iiol been heard a i¥ord of pleaching of die GcspeJ 
or (^ aieylbing ehe, for gcnCratioDS. More recently 
there fiaa hegun a movement — the Zo4 (life) Movemeni 
— wliicb advocaiea SuQcUy schouJa aiid preaching in 
the Orthodox Church. Althouffh a proTniain^ sii^n, 
thifi minority movenienl Is still a long my from ]he 
c^aenri^l tnith^, 

Jutl before I arnvcd there was a revoU in the Greek 
Orthodor Church Thirteen years ago the Greek? 
had adopted the Wcateru Csii.cn<Uit, i;altirig out mwiiy 
suDta' daya id order lo do so- Tliis year several bisliV]?9 
fiuddenTy decided that these aainia had (after thirteen 
yeaiBJ) bt:oomc very angry at being cut out of the 
Calendar, So these hiahnp? rebcTlcd flod cjicommuni- 
cBted the retit of the Chiireh for herefiyr 'I'he Govfrii- 
mcnl put them in jail. 

To-d;iyin Greece there i a superstition anda^oslicism. 
Faith finds its e:^presaion in the life of the handful of 
Evflngclioal Gitcko who ate praying caroii^tly for 
revival. 

On the steamer hetween Athena and AfeKandr[aH 
I had iwo iolcicating conver&aliona. One was with 
a youiiK Palt^liiiiari Arjib who paid with great bittcrnt^^ : 

"If 1 could kill tbeec fiftj' Jews on board and luac 
my own lite, I would do it." 

The othei was with an interesting and ixsurleoua 
American theological atiident who expected to he 
appointed to a church quite soon, fde pooh-poohed 
the idea of a God Who bothered (Limself with any 
human's aJTuire. The idea uf the Aiouemunt ho 
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rdveriheil afi " hideous." Ka would not Ictmc quote the 
.Cosptl of John, ag ibis had "indisputably been proved 
to be written oiie hundred years later by someone 
whcp did not cvfn Irnow Christ." Pauliite theology 
did not appeal to liini— and so forth, 

'This Liberal theology hs^ been doing damage evety- 
whcrc. An Evangelical pastnr in the Balkans told me 
ihiit the wort of which he had the oversight had heen 
■tarlcd by deeply spiritual and evangelical Ainericaa 
miaaionarica. flut now that tlic majority of misaion 
htnirds had aiiopied Liberal theology, a totally different 
type of missionary waa being produced and sent out 
hv the colleges, 

"Some of our missionaries," be said, 'Muii't even 
ci«ne to the church or the prayer meetina- And, I 
ani sorry to say^ few of them show iiny trace of spiritual 
worth." 

So much for fhe ukra-liberalism flf to-day. It haa 
not improved anyone known to me.

^t faiiT. B-j my first thought was one of thanfcfulneaa 
to ibc L^rd Who Jmd broiighl me thus lar. 

''He ?haU fuffil ihc de?Trf of them that fear Ilioi/' 

TJjts pilgnm^go to Palestine was one of the great 
desires of my heart. A^ a hfty, I u«d ID rt-ad tisvcl 
bDok& galore, aeererly uo^'ing that wheii I Jjccamc a 
rich man I would travels Surange^ ■£ POt it^ I did 
not commeni:!; travelling unidl, giving up all prospects 
of bubincs^ success, 1 bccamu a poui mao for the 
Lord's sake, 

"So yoLi are going to Jeruealem," wrote a friend. 
"ITom wc all envy you." 

Helipve me, it ia a real plenaure to set fnot m a land 
where our Blessed Saviour once walked about doing 
gnod. It itf a :3pi ritual ediiHzation in itself, and an 
eKperJencc never to be furgotlcn. 

The first impre^sior left upon my mirid waa of the 
picturesque flocka nf goflls nn Moiml CarmeL As I 
g'L^fd at the pretty scene my mind went back to the 
time -Ahcn Elijab called di>wn the fire from heavdn, 
tebiil^irLg the idoJdtroua priests of Baal. 

Nesilmg at the foi>t of CanTid i? the busy town of 
I'Eaifa. Haifa is part of the poriion of Zebulun, of 
whom it was predicted thai in the latter days he would 
become "a haven for fihips^" The harbour of Haifa 
wafl hiiili few years ago by the British authoiilici 
who used the budget surplus for this purpoac- It ia 
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indeed spacious, the l>i&j;eFit in (lie MediterraneQo^ 
St least five timea Urger than that of Bcyrut. About 
lliirty acres i>f land were recovered from the sea^ 
ind, on tliis, waieliouBes and depots arc being 
built. 

Ten yc3r& ago the populalion of Had'a was about 
25,000. To-day it iias 100,000 inhabitants. Just 
miiiside the town are the tanks of tlie Mesopotarnian 
oil line, through whlcii the oil flowa all the way froia 
Mo5uL Refineriea are to be built here — Sul there is 
1 Toa] ahorrage of v^orkmen. Fattoiy after factory bas 
been put up in the new town, houses are spnnginpr up 
with [hem, and one camiol help but nonice (he BcaSold- 
inc evervwhete. Mo^t of the houses have been built 
in the modem Eumpean siLyle and the streets spread 
out into the pbin, or cHmb the bcnutlful slupea of 
Mount Carmel, Haifa will imdoiibledly become a 
great port, a metcopolis uf the Levant, It is already 
becoming a strategic eenire-Mhe Singapore of the 
Near East. 

In Haifa I di&tuveted that I had missed the last hui 
to Jeriiialem. But 1 found vlial a party %vy5 g^ing 
touth in a fait Car, so I Joined them. Oiir panry became 
■^'itnea'har repteaentativc— Mnslfm, Jew and Chriauan, 
all eager to reach the Holy Qiy of the three great 
ithpions. 

The big car iio&cd its way throufjh the stFcets of 
itic (own, ajid took to the beautiful roarf ivbich runs 
soLiih, The British authorities cerlflitply deserve con- 
gratul anions— 'for Pafrstiiic roads are far superior to 
anv others in the Levantine countries. I found the 
view on both tiidce the road a source of unfailing 
interest. Here wc notice one old fellow working in 
tlie field- He i^ (Iressed exactly like our pictures of 
liic old pjtclarchs — flowing robe?, headgeflr, sandals. 
The incongruous, mudcm touch is Rupplied by thn 
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cigartite beiivefn hia lips, lady Nicndne has ha 
alavci in tfvery couTilry. 

Again vre pass a (lotk of tuaudful hiscfc goal? which 
scrarnlilc over the rotts on iKc side of MojDt CurmeJ. 
On our left h a cement factorv. All toLind is acLlvitj. 
Above is the Idue, blue sty. "Whal a picture. 

Our driver changes gear as ive leave the jjlain and 
ascEnd ihe hilK [n a series of hairpin bends. Then 
Ibe villj^c of Yaffa ia passed. We approach NaMrflh. 
What a beiiitifiil town it Js, [On another occasion I 
visited It and found il even more inleresitina.] 

It was here that the Saviour lived with Joseph and 
Mary His ninthcr. His feci trod tliese ulrMts. I 
remembctcd tiic reception which Elis fellow-towns- 
men giivc Him They "were fiUed wiih wrath, and 
rose up, and thnist Him ont of Ihe city, and led Him 
"ntu the brow of the bill whereon their ciry was built, 
thit Ihey raiglll cast Him down beadlons." 

Here the city— and IhetD the brow of thf hill. Holy 
groiinil— alj of il. Was not my fiavioirr called Jfiai 
ofNaiarclhf Are nill Ihese Ihe hills of Galilee which 
Ihe Lord linew so well.' My heart was stiticd witliin 
UK. The pilgrimage was already proving lo he a 
pultnt spiritual tonic. 

Again we svcrc climbing the hills. At last we triok 
a downivard gradient, rniilld a scriea of dangerous 
comers, and Then raced across the uide plain of 
Mcgiddo. A natural batdegraund il apptjred to me: 
Armageddon— Ihe Add of tlie judgment of God upon 
the wicfeed nations. 

After a long diive across Ihe plain wt look to the 
hills again. Up among these hilla of Samaria there 
were many places of Lnter&l to be passed— the antieul 
Samaria, capital of the Northern Kingdum of Israel, 
now desolate. Kychar, the place of Jacob's ivell, was 
pointed out to me. Il was easy lu picture the scene 
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described fur us in the Gwe)fI of John— Chri&l and the 
waman ai tlie well^ aod ihe winning of the Sumaiilans. 
It was Here that they called Hiitith^-SuvfouTifrhe World. 

We also p^sed Nablus {the aocienl Sliechcm) a 
town of -Muiilem bigotry. Like every nihcr Town of 
pivscdl-day PaEcbEinc, it a tiiiivin^. Darkness be^n 
tn fall fls we reached th& mnuntairis of Ephraim, hut 
Imdi [u'ilj]<ht and darkness only added to the fasdnatiim 
of [he wonder/ul coantiyside. How il livee lo uno who 
liuj read the Scrip] un^:!. 

"Il amdzre mc/' 6aid my Jcifish fellow-travel Jer, 
"tn notice how ynu En^fish Chri!,[iari9 tnow th* Old 
I'esEamenl m much belLer than uur own people duJ' 

I had been ah!e la keep hem right on fiomc pointa. 

Sdod we entered the territory of HenjaTnin, panning 
Shiloh^ a place meoiorable m the history of ilie liibc. 
Wu al30 &aw BcthcL 

It <¥0s quite dark when wc passed "Kilonictce 33" — 
the den qF robbers Until recently thi^ wag very unsafe 
for travellers. A few years ago the BiFihop of JerufiaLcm 
was attacked. The authocities were sticied in[o action, 
a police etatioii *ae built on the apot^ and the thievea 
^vcre scattered. It is still sa eerie spot at night. 

The la&l t^ienly milca to Jerusaliim were uneventful 
as the car £ptd along at a good speed. Suddenly 
Jerusalem burst into view — a dradem of twinkling lights 
studded over tlio hillsides. 

"TlnrriiK," I said to myself. 

Thai nighl I put lAp at the Swias Pension. I had 
only fifty piastces left ovct liie tkugc for bed and 
breakfast. So I asked the Lird to **do aonicthing 
abeul it," and 1 went lo bed wondering what would 
happen next. I had one comfcirtinK thouKhi. "1 had 
QoL enough money Ig come, but here I am, 1 have 
not enough lo get back — m I will get bact." 
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There ere al kast four siranee linka in ilic chain 
L>f circumfiidiicea which foliated at Jcmaalem Sftins 
wceka hefnre I lefl England I went down (o FrJQLon 
for A short hohday at the invicalion i-i Lhat ■wonderfiiTlv- 
hii-id Bitward of the Lntd, Mr. Chjrlca E. AmndeL 
AftCF a draning-roora meeliiig the re ^ a visitor who 
Itnew nulling fif my projected trip to JeruMlem &hi>wcd 
me a ?e[ of vJewe of the Holy City in<\ add^d thai if 
1 should ever go thcrc^ 1 would he aNe to oblige him 
by conveying his heat niches to a friend in. Jerusalem 
— ahall we call liim Alt. A ? 

Td JemaaTcm there vvas another devoted afirvacil of 
Ihe I_oTd wlio bad the oversight of an Evangelical 
huokahop. One day a motot-lorry backed into The 
i ftindoiv and smashed it— ao Mr. R |^hal] we &a^ ?) 
stayed up ail nighi in the pteDiise^H i-eud Can God? 
and hopi'd tliat the auihnr wotild one A±y come ta 
JerusaTeni. 

The third party, Mr, C. anotlier line Chrisiiiifi in 
■ very re&ponsihje biiainci?s position, had jusi been 
readiri:^ Can Cod? which JiadjuBl arrived hs a hirthday 
gift from Engliind. 

Fourthfy, a correapondent wrole and advited me to 
caJi upon D'. D, a friend of his. 

So I telephoned Dr. D (who bad jusi left for 
London) found that be was 3 son of Mr. A. and 
whiLe 1 v^as talLirrg io Mr. A. Mr. B calledt 
inirodured mc to Mr. C, vh'i iramediaiefy in::isted 
that I shntiLd biicome hia giifsl for as lonp iia 
I liked. So A. IS. C. D and /, "lived happily evec 
aft^Twarda." 

On the aecond day I iw:gan my 3i£htF;«ing. One 
fif the YrM.C A. aeeretariea very kindly Cook us up 
to the lowci ol the magnifJccnE Y.M.C.A, building. 
These new Y.M.C.A. premises are really wundeiful— 
bu much GO thai I bcaitaie even to ainimpi to describo 
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iheni. And they hamioniGe so much with Iheif sur- 

ruundin|,'b. 

Fiom The to^'cr of the V M.C.A. 1 got a ccimposrte 
view of the Temple Area and the old leruaalem. The 
eun wai jusF about to aet and in its softening raya 1 
received a niental impicssion wiiicLi I ucvet can foig^'ct 
— the walla of the city, the moaquc of Oni-if oo 
the site of the Temple, a-nd die oiounl of Qliuea 
behind. Bcduliful city — it will be mote beautiful Etill 
one day when the Lord bli^aca it with IJis own 
jirei^eni;?. 

The eslablishmcrLl whfch became my home for the 
duration of my aTay suae a tculy nice pface^the bcauUfirl 
garden, the Wcly house. Mv host and hoitess were 
Hi> Utterly kind and charming thdi it almost tooh my 
brcdth awdy, I had asked the Lord to arrange a place 
for me in Jerusalem — thtrt tould not h^ve been a 
mcer place. 

On Sunday {the third day) I waa received at the 
Lord's 'i'uhlc by the locaJ assembly of Brethren. That 
was another experience which I cannot foiget — li> 
show forth the Lord's death on a apol which lay but 
a lei^v hundred yatdi^ from the place called Calvary, 
The Pimple "breaking of bread" service was mightily 
blessed ii me. 

That afternoon I went out by car to a little village 
bcsiUe JSethleliem. There were two weddir^ sFrvicea 
and Nihat-not in the village thai day, so juit a handful 
of Arab women galbeted In our "Mothers' Meeting." 
I felt very sleepy in llie warai aun^ but managed to 
throw off the klharj^ in order to give a word of 
lehnniooy. One Arab girl very politely asked mc if 
I had dieamed all thene alorics of answer to prayer. 
5]ie seemed to think tEiat 1 had been recounlrng an 
alte^ory — • — ■.' Bui when proof waa forrhconiing, her 
amaztmtiit was tiVi dent, Sheaated nie tobegm praymg 
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fjjr her — if God niievcred my praycis so wcU I I icadily 
Agreed srtd ^u^^gested ihat we btnU pray for hpf (i^vn 
ConvcrsioEi fit&t — ^ su^cslittn vrhjch eeemed to hife 
a happv ending, aa far as uiit can judge. 

Back in Jeriiajlem 1 had the privilege of preacliing 
the Croas in a gMpcl service that evening?. I felt dtun- 
peTled to speak sltongly to the Christians first, and 
cballEnge tUcm to seek rcvivjil blcisiiij; themselves 
After a TiearieniTig response fnjin the beJievere, we had 
five deciflionfi of the untunverled [o accept ChiUt aa 
Saviour, 

'Ihe spiritual i^late of Jfirufialem is a tragedy, Rcl^iun 
among the Latins, Qieeka, and Eastern churches is 
B farce — auch a fatce [hat one can attribute the hudness 
of the Moblems to it. Evangelical witness is almo^ 
entirely apoilcd bv redsoii uf the great number of 
"cranks" in the tity. There are no leas than eighty 
secia to add to the cniifusion, and evec so many "queur 
birds" who inia^ne ihat Itiey are Elijalit and Meb^iahs 
and so forth, l wonder if Christian? al home realise 
rhjt Jemaalem is one uf the hardest spots on ejrth. 
His. 

One redceminp; feature is tbe number of Cliriatian 
business men in Faleetijie, A question which the Jews 
alwap agk of a misainnary: — 

"What do you get out of thi^?"— U imniediatdy 
"hiiotlied on the head" when a business man replica: 

''1 witness fur Chri'^t tiotJi in ray spare tirae jnd 
in my business prattjce, osii of love fo' fny SMyimit.^* 

My hogt was one of these — a man in ahigh, rKpons[ble 
posEtida of dif^niEv and standing i^liO witnessed a good 
co^esBJon of Chnst in hl^ business life. And whenever 
employees, Impressed by his unobtrusive yet challeng- 
ing witness^ would seek him out privately to tonfuBB 
Xlnhappinesii and collvii;finn of sin^ iht barriers betwcm 
Blalf and di[ei;lorate went down In order tn assure an 
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hour's quia lalV. or.d ptayer. Mutual friends hnvf told 
mc of BC ir>-kny of these coclversions thai I have no 
liesitatLOn in SMyilig that my Eiosl's fii-sl concern wag 
itie winniiiB of mpn for Cliriit— aiui thai one of his 
metho^^ v:fl9 tiic Ihoiough. conscientious majin^cment 
of a big conccta in rgjestine. 

On Monday 1 sgam went out siglllEeein^. My 
honorary guide— a devoted evangelist— loot mc first 
of all to the Garden Tomb. This sepulchre lies along- 
side the Place of the HkiJl— the true Calvary. Actitding 
to tcpoit, there his been much comrmeray between 
those who hold that ll\e Ho]y Scpuklire is here and 
those who Bay that it is under the Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre, The evidence is all for the former. Every 
test applied to the Garden Tomb proves [hat it, and 
none other, is the place where they hud the body of 
the Lord. It is the only rich man's tomh in Ihe 
neighbourhuyd. 

We went first of alt to the edge of the garden to 
view the Place of tlieSkuU. Again every test has jiroi-ed 
that this is the place of Christ's death. 1 felt drawn 
very closely Co the Lord as I gazed at the landmark. 
The quiet, ^iveet surroundings seetii for ever hallowed 
ground. Then we went to the tomb itself. The beautiful 
slory of the twentieth chapter of John's Gospel began 
10 live for mc as never before. My friend and I tnclt 
down I" pray— and we prayed out of our inmost iLearts. 
remembering one another and pLaying for a revival 
Throughotir the whole household of faith. On the way 
bacit home, we visited the wonderful Solomon's 
Quarrica. Later in the afternoon v-e started for the 
city apaLn. There tvc viewed the remains of the 
Fnetotium and Btood upon the place where "ihey 
had platted a crown of thorns— and spit upon Him." 
All lltese siglita opened the eyes of my [nindj and 
melted my heart. 
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At 1113^ leqitsi wc visitrd the CKurch of tlie Holy 
Sepulchre— cfe fadiiionol s\k of Cuiv^ry and the Tomb 
of Joseph, which iire (very convenfcnlly) tnclosed bv 
a church uwned Jointly by the Raman CatholLc, Gteefc 
OrlhotiDx, and Arnienian CGmmimiiitar En Tfiis church 
19 shed the h^'<ad of adhcrcntB of ihc&e bitlcr, rival 
factions — a rej:iilar occurence when police are corO' 
pc:]lcd lo intervene ai\d stpsiatc murderous "he]iever&" 
vtiir* hil] iiifch other out of jealmi*iy af the place which 
the^' iflijil is Calvaij'. This church, overloiidcd with 
gaudy ornamenift and recking wLih inteoao is the 
ttaditional spni i^liere Clirist Buffered. 'ITie evidence 
ia against il. 

From the PrffitDr[iini we walked fi[ow!y along the 
Via Doiora^fl until we came tu a fork in the roads. 
To thp left li3V the traditional Via DnloTMa which 
leads to the Cliurch of tJie Holy Sepulchre. To ihe 
ri^ht ky the Via Dolnrn^a whict leads through the 
Damascus tS-aie lo the Place of l]ie StulL We slopped 
awhlfe at this paning of the Wi>-ti— a pariini! of the 
wflyg helwecii uuperatiiion and faith, rradition and 
the Word, Idulalrj and worship, ^quabhlin^ and 
leverence, iTien wc walked to the right, out through 
the Damascus Gate to Calvary. 

On CalTary's Irrc, He died for mc, 

Thjl I His love might know. 
I To set me free^ He bled Ecir jn^: — 

ThaT'e why 1 lovt Him ao. 

Thai eame evening we had a drawEng-room meeting 
in the house if a friend. I again felt thai 3 must spcat 
on the subjctt of the fulness of tlie Holy Spirit. The 
meeting developed into a prayer- meeting iji whith 
blessing waa perfuinully and definitely sought and 
received by believers. 
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Iri the meantime, oui friends had not h^ca Iciling 
tlic ati-SA griiw under their feet. Undaunted by the 
short notice, Lhey produced it well-printed invitation:

I admirtd their enterpribe, and hoped for the best, 
for small uieeiings are the rule in Jerninaleni. 

At noon anotliur businessman kindly moiorcd u* 
down to Jericho— a very interesting run. I tfoased 
the AUenhy Bridge acrms llie Jordan into Tran"*- 
jordania. It wjs \ery hot — i,Jtoo feel below sea level^ 
so 1 went into the Dead Sea for a swim. I had beard 
a grr-jt deal about the buoyancy of its waters This 
time 1 realised it— T could not aink. The only draw- 
hack was the Brnartuig effi:4:t which the sally watera 
have upon lender sLin. I enjoyed ihe experience 
ncvcithele'is- After tea on the SMshorc, we motored 
back aKfliii via Bethany. 

At the church in the Street of ^he Prophets we 
had quite a large meeting and the or^niscra wore 
very gTatined indeed The Lord visited ns» and there 
waa quite a rc^jionse from beljeveia to the challenge 
uf preparation for i-cvival. A Jewish lady present in 
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tlie inceliiig iippro^cK^d me and sugj^x^tcd a tilk abuut 
her spiritual welfare. Eight o'cloct nevt mnrning was 
the time which she pruposed for the convei^tioa. 
And su *f Jjiei uith a cnnplc <if mher friends ahout 
cifihr o'clock in iht mumiLier It was a new EKperiiinco 
for me— to take ihc Old TeBtamcnt jilonc pnd prcftoh 
the Messiah.

At ]b9T the time of my deparlui-e home dxt'^ near. 
Thu week in Palestine waa a great investment of limt 
1 got an insight into conditiMis which one C4>iild not 
have realised by reading- For me, Palestine will alwayfi 
be a land of the greatest intereal, and a land which 
calls for miii:t! prevailing prayer. The spiriLirdl needs 
are so grcjt — and yet the population of ibis little 
cotintry [abQiit the size of Wales) ia aiiU less than 
a lEiilUnn, 

The vast majority of the inhabitants is MoBleui, I 
got a glimpse of l-he Moslem at close quarlers- His 
standard of morality is very low. There is much 
evidence of greed and brutality among ibcm. One 
ought not to generalise — for there are esceplion^ of 
very high order But iBlacn does not tend to proJuce 
high qualities. The women are e*''<^f^'^y hadly rrcated, 
and the animaU get little consideration. The ereaiest 
lragi;dy is ihal the Mo&leras appear to have Hide sense 
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of ain, coiiseqiienily tiicir hearts are hardener! agamil 
the cunvielioo ol^ the Holy Spjnt. 

Most of the Jews are materialists. A minority aeeks 
Balvatiou by formalism. Some have opened their 
hcai:t5 to aeth [he Messiah— and some have found 
Him MissioAiariea are greatly handicapped in dealing 
with Jcvps— indeed, amongst them, the very word 
'* miasionary " is a sneer. Some Jews are willing to 
become Chiiatians in order to obtain the good things 
which may accrue -and lltey ace willing to become 
Jews agam when the good things Fitop. This again 
has a very bad effctt upon honest Jews. Nevertheitss, 
individuals (worth their wdght in precious stones 
when it comes to witnessii^ are being won for 
Christ. 

I think that the greatest hindrance of all i^ the 
corididon of the nominal Christians. These belong 
tiiiefiy to tiie Latin, Greet and Eastern Communities. 
The Moslem laughs Bt them nlien he learna that the 
key of the Churth of the Holy Sepulchre has to be 
given to a Mo^ilem in order to prevent quarrfla and 
bloodshed among the " Cbrisdans," And when ^tho 
Jew sees the proccaaiona, he has but one woid for H— 
idolatry. He is right, too- Although there musi be 
eaints among these big, dead Churches, ir is true to 
say that the majoritv know nothing of regeneration 
and present a tdricatore of Chriat lo the masses of 
Don-Cbrisiiws. 

Evangelical Christians have been greatly jiandicapped 
bu tJie confusing presence of ao many "cranks.*^ But, 
of late, a new note has been sounded among genuine 
believers -the unity of the Spirit. Revival, it is agreed, 
ia the prime need. The prayer of many in our revival 
meetings was; 

"O Lord, give mc more of the spmt of prayer, 
more love, greater fdith-" 
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The teaiiU of bi? many EQiTeiider& and ^trlvinga after 
hDliness must he reviual. 

Just before I left Jerusalem, 1 had annther wonderful 
answer lu prayer. At the TriivcJ Euseju I was amazed 
and al«-incd (o learn that ihe fare to lt.s]y visa £B 
(Soo piasFrf^), Where was I to yet 800 piastres in Iwo 
days? But I kepi my cancern to my'iplf. 

A stranger sent me 50 piastre? ffjr the Lord's worfr, 
but thai left 75a. I Jiaid gocnJ-bye to all my fiienda 
when I slUI needed 650 piaetrts (£6 10s). On the 
prevtou? evening my friocd (nhv thet did not know 
that I itas coiileiTipliitiiig Teauinj^ Haifa next day) 
invited mc to go niih him m his CUT ou a business 
trip ta liaifal I agrei^d. 

Ne^t day» when ivc ^crc m the car tugither^ he 
eaid To riLe: 

"I felt tliat tLe Lord had piven mc the responsibilily 
oF meeting the evpfnsd of your ncxl journey, Thai'e 
iviiy I liave leleplioned Hoi^ this morning and booked 
yonr lii:tei." 

And so I was able to leave after alh 

We — Uijs wynderfiiJ friend und I— jujrneyed together 
to Haifa, wficre I spuke at a hiirripdly arranged meeting. 
Then I said yuod-bye and canelil the boat— the s.g. 
Galilsa, leaving for Cvprus and Italy. 



CHAPTER VII 

"l MUST ALSO 5l'l' EHIHI]" 

"Wbtn niatlerti had reached tliis point, Paul 
guided by the Spirit decided to travel thrliugh 
Macedonia and Grceee and go ta Jerusalem. ' After 
Ihiftp' he said, "I must also ace Rome.'" (AqH riit, 
2i. Wcymoulb.) 

Wben the Lloyd Trie^trno steamship Cii^len drew 
alon^aide the quiiy al Brjndisi^ I stepped ashore and 
walhed lo the railway station. My first impression 
was of the remarkable recurrence of the word vii't — 
long live \Eu6SQlini !— Lonj; Jive the ting! — long live 
thi&l — lung Live thati — 'printed and cluilked on the 
wall 4, 

J booked a titket across Italy via RrnnOj and joined 
the train a Few minutes lartr, AH the ^^ay to NapLc:9 
1 enjoyed the company of two young Canadians who 
were visiting Europe for the first time. In the hite 
afti^rnoori we were under the shadow of the smoking 
volcano Vesuvius, which crowns the beauttfiiJ sweep 
nf The Bav of Nflplen, Tn the streets of Naples 1 caught 
sight of a Salvaiion Army uniform and soon stopped 
the weartfr He could not 6[>eak English, so I had to 
espliiin in French who we were, Whcreufhin he made 
use of Ills only English espression "Halle)njah — God 
bless vou." 

The Canadian* Tleftatanhflfcl, and alone I journeyed 
on to Rome. Uium arrival thcne, I scouted round: 
found 3 plai.-c of lodging; and settled down to an&wer 
the scores of Letters which generaLly await my arrival 
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*I must iil&o tec RiJTne* 



in a Cdpilul city. By iinil Jjy I found my way slon 
to interview some Chusiran leaders — Waldensian . 
Bpiplf^t and SaU'atinn Army — and from them f Icamc 
9 great deal i-eg£rd[ng conditions whiirh I did not even 
imii[finp existed. 

Italy, (ff course, is a RumaEi CnUiuIic: couiitryd Its 
populatif'TV i*i 42 milMiins. The It'iman Cathoiicism ia 
not of llie "nice" type ■uhich one linda in Enpland, 
Ii Js Roman CalEioEicisni at its worst. In England tho 
Koman Oatholics, boing d lUiimriLy, prrai:li lulecaiiinid 
Id countries where llicy drc JD a mnjurily, ihcy prd<.ti50 
infrtlfrance — snd it ia not their fault that Evanj^eKcal 
coniLiiitjniuvs are allowed a bare existence. 

In iny opinion, the conditions for preaching tho 
goiipel ^re more unfavourable in Italy than in any 
other of the thiity countiics which I have visited — ■ 
CHccpiiiig only Russia. TKanke to the Valiean. 

Kcverthekts Eiiangclical coinmunities do exist. Of 
these the Waldensian Church is experiencing more 
opnortiinity tlian any other to-day — and this because 
it ia an indigenous IlaliiLn churchr 

The urigin of the Wsldensiana in to be fomsd in 
pic-rcformation movcm^nra in Lyon^, ToiiIohm, and 
Brescia. Tliofie evangelical groups coalesced, and soon 
their centre of gravity was to be found in the Valleys 
of the North-Wesi corner of Ilaly. Here they au1?i;red 
much CritiulalioD, passing through at leai^t thirty 
bloody persecutions. It was of tbc« Chri^Tiana thai 
Milton wtole: 

"Avenpc, O IjirdT Thy slaughtered saints, whose 
bonc£ lie scattered on the Alpmc Mountains CLtld." 

On one occasion eighty ptr tent of the population 
was slaiighterf^d, But srill a sm^ll cnmpany perai°.ted 
ill refusing Rninanism, And to-day, appajenlly^ God 



hts preserved this native Presbyterian cbutch for the 

c^uueeli^^'ion ff luly. 

The Baptists hdve also many amaJl churchei, scattered 
j|l over The coiintLy— su have the Methodists and 
other groups, including the Brethren. Bat at the 
prehfnl liinc. irksome teatiictiuns and f>etty peRccu- 
tiona make e^angeLcal work practically impussibic. 

"Tell me," 1 i^hed in Rome, "who is boss here? 
MussolifiJ or the Fopei 

"That's a ditBcull question," replied this Itahan. 
"Mus&oUni succeeded in his fight with the Pope— 
and yei tht Vatican i& responsible for all our wonies," 

TLe Vatican and Italy had quarrelled since 1^71, 
when [ht Pope tott his temporal power. MuSfitJini 
tiimpelled the Vatican tu do what no other power 
Loald compel them to do— to give up ihdr claim to 
Italian tenitorVH in return for the f^oveieignty nf 
Vudcan city. But Rome euon miide the mosT of her 
nevrp03ition—»Itli the rc5idi that the so-called religious 
liherty is a farce. The Salvation Army, at the instigation 
of the Vatican and supposedly against the wishes *rf 
MussDhni, li^a been forbidden to hold mcctuiga of 
any sort in Rome and most other pfaces. The other 
.Iciiominaliuiis arc being squeezed out of existence. 
On the rt'hole, the future look^ very dark for the 
evangelical cause. I do act want ti* say too much in 
case my Btatciricnts would lead to retaliation upon 
ihcimfortunaTeand undefended heads of my informants. 
Rut I will say it again. The conditions in Italy 
appear to be more unfavourable to the Gttpel than 
in any itther European country excepting only Russia. 
Jleaides uisiling Naples and Rome, T went to see 
La SpMia and Genoa. In Speek I was Vrcll reLeivcd 
by Christiana, Cavalier PuUen, the director of the 
Spezia Mission, received me very giacEOusly. and hs 
young assistant made my slay even more inteieating. 
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The Spi^zia Mission dcKs a wondcrlirl wort for God, 
and il? int^ucncc is lat of ihc bright spots. iSitlerly 
haTod by the VaTrcan, its work goes on. CavflHer Pullea 
hae rcndcrc-i muLh valuable service tulhc IiiiJiaLi proplo, 
haa been dfforjiTed ceveral limes, liaa rhe "ear" of 
SigDor Musai>]i]ii, and is noiisequenEly in a J^etler 
posJiJoik thao other evangelical?. This has been on^ 
uf llm faciura in the i^ontinucd BuucCdS of tli& Speda 
MisKion, 

While visiting the TnatiEiile of the MUsion — a great 
bu[lding indeed -I had the oppoinininy of addressing 
a group of young men and a few girls. Otherwise the 
hot weather prevented all uppununitiea for Eervicus. 
In such heat jt is very difBcolt to collect a crowd, 
consequently almost all the incctinga were closed down 
tCJiLporJcily. 

Italy ia a heaulifu! country. The people are extremely 
lEiteiestLng, as are all peoples 'H'lth such a gj'eat past, 
Dut if the maKim ia true "Blessed be the nation whoS4 ■ 
God ie rhe Lord" die sliics arc cloudy for Italy. 

Any ClirisEjan Eiiglifiliman who loves Iialy prays 
for the evangelisation of the country for her own gcKid. 
The obstaclea to this work are enormous. The ehief ■ 
blame lica at ihe door of the Papacy. The day of 
judgment fur ibe Papacy is comjng. I'ill then, otir 
duty ifl tn aiipporr our ftaliaji briithej<i and aistefa 
in Chriivt — by jjrayet and by every other way possible. 
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I w^p rohhed in Spain. 

"Robffed^" you say. 

Yes, robbed 1 

It happened like this. 

I left Italy, crosBcd into France, and travelled along 
the miich-adverliifid Ri^'iera coast, paBsiiig Kiee and 
CaJiiie&i and leacliing Marseilles. After having a look 
at Marseilles, 1 journeyed On to Narbonnu, and i^rossed 
[he frontier between I'Vancc and Spain at Port-Bou. 

And RO, one bright morrinp;, I reached Barcelona^ 
the capilal of Caialonia — Spain's "Soutliern Ireland.^' 
There had been trouble in the strnjcts some days before, 
and so policemen were to be seen patioUing in groups, 
armed with rifles. After a nice tinje in Barcelona, I 
bool^ed a ticket, third cla^s, to Madrid. The price 
was rather mure than i bad anticipated, lor after 
paa^iifg ibrmigh Zaragoza, I travelled all night and 
readied Madrid with very little money left. 

From the telephone hook I discovered the Spanish 
seeretary of a v^eil-known cvaikgclical cause. Both he 
and another Christian worker were very kind in giving 
jTie advice^ artd they assured me that there was little 
jirospcct of linrfinp an opportuniiy to preach the Loid's 
niesuj^e. The former gave me two Or three addres^ea, 
and the 1 utter helped m« to call upon the addresFiees 
^bu! all without avail. 

At midnight 1 went down to the Salon del Ptada, 
a sort of half-boulevJrd, half-park, AH that 1 had 
had to e£i[ that day was an occasional penny roll of 
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brfad^ waitjcd iluwn b^' j dcink al life foiirilfliiib 
position accrued dfppccBtc. 

It would havt been easy to gel worried. But "tlj 
tcjing of ^Qur fairh wnrkelh palicncc." I was amain 
at my own unconLem, 

"Well," T thoifght, "this seeing la be prcU^- huptlei 
— but I am ^ll^^ that the Apoatle Paul did nm alvraja 
go full— and yet lie eould rejoice jd the I-ord," 

I began to ^ing quietly: 

"Nnw non*; but ChrisE can salisfy^ 
Nunc otiic[ naniP foi mc. 
There's Jote and life and ]aaling/rjj>, 
Lmd JcauE, fouad in Thee." 

Here I was— a thousand miles from home. No 
food — ■no bed — little money — no prospects. 
But Eli II T Jud Jeeua 

"He eatiafiee ma bo 

Hia fonatani love I know — 
Mv bII 1 give — for Him lo live; 

tie satibgea [dc so-" 

SatJsJicd, I lay down to sleep, the gtonc seal as n 
btd and lay hand-walJel for a pillow, i went off ■ 
ftleep qifickly. 

I vvolte up with n start. What had I been leaning on? ' 
A raoflient i^aa tn^jugh ta tell me. The hand-wallet 
hsd gone— and afienvardft I dlscrivcrcd that my fouatsiii 
pen also was. missini;, I oearclicd around, Tliey were 
nowhere to be found. 

1 hail been rubbed of almost all that rEmained to 



I fiearched arouml again. Bui Ihere waa DOthing 
that could be dUiJc, bo I seltTed down again an the 
alone stat, pillowing my head on my arm, I fell asleep. 
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Again I wol.e wilii a start. TherE wjs eomeone 
close beside me, 1 jumped up. 

A young man was sitting on iht seat beside me. He 
locikc^ surprised r 

"Cigarilloa?" he atked. 

I knew llidC it was an CKCUSf, and that he was a tb[ef, 
soT replied, "No/' and Mated liim out. He finally got 
up and joined two other charictets standing under a tree- 
"Su it IS threc-io-one," I thought. 
I fay down afiaiii, slept for anothei twenty minutes, 
then awoke with an uneasy feeling- I kept my poudoDi 
with my eyes half-closed.

My last thought before I went to sleep a^ain wai 
one of gnitituJo ti> God. 1 was ineomprehcniibly 
bappy, 

A brightness appeared in thf eaarem -.Vy — tTie firel 
peep of day. The stars hej^an tn fade, I'hen caiVLC iho 
first flush of dawn. The light wahened me. 

"Still, atill miih Thcc 

WliCJi pu[]>Ie fQuimiiy brtakelh. 
When Ihc bir.l iv^kcth 
And the fibadovFfl flee. 

Fairrr than dawn 
And lovelier thart dnvbreaFf 

I HEO ivith 'ITiee," 

It 'waa Sunday niDming. 

"Thti tide lia3 turned," I annDirncfd lo myself. 
X had &lill tE:n pceclab kft in lay innei pocket, so I 
nalked alonj: to a Peit<:stin, and booked a room and 
a day's board— at len j>egtlit9, I shaved, brushed 
myself, had bi'eakfast, cleaned mv shuci, and ment 
ovir fiflviiip; the iiddrcssea of half a dozen Evangelical 
meetijigs, 1 "tuok my pict" and found my way alnng 
to one littJe place. 

It v.as an Lindenominatlnnal assembly, and the 
Christiana were having a hreaking of biTad Service, 
I joined in, and much enjoyed the eiiiipk aen'loc and 
(he singingr The address was altogellicr untojnprc- 
bended by me. 
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At tJic end of the service, after the benediction, 1 
got lip and asked: 

*'Doe4 anyone here speak English i'" 

Two ladies at the back signalled to me. 

"I am a believer from London," I explained. ''My 
name h Orr— Kdwin Oir: nobndy in particular, you 
know." 

Cue one of these iwo sifters haj reail my books, 
and ail 1 received a cl>rdial welcome. 1 was invited 
idong to [Ite evening service, and Ihere I delivered the 
Lord's mesi^a^e to the people. It was encouraging to 
notice ho^v well ihe people in thia lilltc "New Testa- 
ment" church received the challenge of the message. 

Ju'ii before we closed [lie meeiing, the door behind 
me opened, and there walked in a policernaiL with a 
rifle ready in his hand. 

"What have I done now?" I thought. 

The J'pol iceman pushed his wav through the crowd 
of pef>ple who had come up to shake hands. Ho apoke 
to me 10 Spanish. 

"SI, SI." I replied, wondering if I ought to add, 
"ril tuTiie quietly." 

\Tihi4 Vaiighan nnliced my hesitation. 

"Thii man," sbe ev^jaixied, *'ha9 been listening 
outside during afl the time that you were speaking.

1 held ujl my hand. 1 am glsd that it was not for 
imiidtjlli, 

Thc^e Clhristian^ were more than kind to rne, and 
as I had prophesied to myself, the tide had turned. 
Even my fountflin-pen mas replaced — in answer to 
prayer. All my needs were supplied. 

At the hoii*ie nf a Madrid businessman— a good 
ChriRiian — I met I'a&rnr Juan Pliednet, the well known 
Evangelical leader. We had both been invited to tea. 
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am glad we lael, for he addcJ niu^;li [iiformatioxl 
about ih« church in Spislii fo alf thai 1 had alTeadj* 
learned from other Ev^iiigcli*:^!^- 

Spain, another Roman Caiholic country, haa ■ 
pDpulaHi>n <jf over [wenty-four niiUiona, of whom mily 
few thousands ate Evangelical Chrisrians. VatiouH 
dcnnminationa have planted llic Word 'm iiy^m, but 
the fruit of Ihcir labuuis^tlic Spanish churches- 
lend to ignore The den ami national barri^ra. 

One uf the luost-hle&sed agencies, ihc Spaniah 
Gospel Missjonn haa been making the most of its 
oppnrtunitics. 1 would liko lo quote the director, 
Mr. Percy BufEard, mho mritcft in a letter which has 
been pubtisheil: 

"The official rehpiou of Spain ia Roman Catholi- 
cisiJi andj consequently, SpiiiJi biS been looked 
upon as a Christian coiiutry, Nnminally it ia aOj 
but Rumaiiisni in Sftain is very dilJcrenl from 
Komaniijm in England, and has degciTiraled into 
what [a practically a pagan religiun. The people 
are steeped in supcrBtitiOii o£ the grossest kind- 
The Virgin Maiy iu worKhipped as Saviour, iho 
priests leacliiiij; thai elic is mote merciful than, 
our Lord, and i^ so powerful thai she iloos not ask 
favours ol God, but commands Him to dc iier wilL 
IniJUei and charms ai-e also eialted in place of 
Chnsin iind if the iLnagefi do not anfiver the pnyoia 
of the "taithfur' tlicy are in many cases punished 
bj' having their faces turned to the wall for a lime 
OT even by being thrown down a well- Iiojcies of 
the Virgin and other saints are made to appear 
mirsculuusly in lonely spoLs, ui caused to perspire 
or to move iheir eyes or llmhs, in order to incrcttse 
[he faith and giju of the credidou^. 

"Large sunjK of money are extorted from the 
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devout ill order to get the 9ouli of ihcir relatives 
OUT of Purgatory, and many poor wido'^'s lo^e thtLi 
aU befijre they tati satisfy ihe greed of the priests. 
In Tomclloijo, near ValdepeJiaa, there is a hospital, 
over lliE door of which are engraved these woi'ds, 
*'Thc giving of alms frets from uin and ttenial 
dciith'^l In Akocebre, a man who died ;in atheisl 
wds released from hell on payment by hia widow 
of some ^70, and his body waa transferred from 
the uncoiiiiti-raled ground to the consecrated burial 
place ! 

"Tlie Bible is □ forbidden book and ie frcquciilly 
bntnf hv the priisis or at their inaligalionj some- 
times pLiblicly. At a public BlbJe-buniing jo Pie- 
dralavcs some years ago, the priest otfered a free 
pardon for all tins, past or present, to those who 
would join wiilihiniln persecuting the Protestants, and 
hchiniwlfihreatened to kill the Bibie-\vom9n there, 

*' Persecution of al] Protcatautt is terrible- T myself 
have been ancsied by the police scores of times at 
the instiglitioil of the priests, and more than once 
they have IJneatened lo murder us Or have incited 
the mob, iimicd wilh sticks and stones, or somei' 
timce ftith knives and revolvers, to niake an end 
of u^. In Santa MarTa, our evangeliiit, Sr. Vacas, 
waa brutally beaten and kicked by eight policemen 
until his back was one mass of blood and hruiaea, 
because he liad been preaching the Gospel. Jlc 
barely e&cijjed with his life. In Sanlandcr I met 
the widow of a man who was shot by the Romanists 
because of bLs zeal in telliikg otLier^ al the love of 
God. Many have Ween imprisoned or have lowt 
their occupation, busineis or properly, and frequently 
have had to leave the counlrv for the crime of reding 
the Word of God and seeking to worship Him in 
spirit and in truth. 
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all the Proiestanis in Barcerons, Ii wm diflcoverid 
ia lime, bui a fjirce of 702 police had to be tiuploycd 
1.0 frusiriite their jntentjon^. Bnmbq have been 
IhiuivQ an^l ccvolvflis lired during evangelii^al meet- 
ings m various part9, and Ptlcmpis have been made 
to hum our haJis. Rehgioue libtrty is unknown, 
"hilc even ihe 'tolecaACc' cciicedtd by law is id 
many pljijua a dead' letter Chtiatians have been 
heavily lijicd f<^r singing evan^eric:al hymns rn their 
own hciu&eA or fat Apeaking of their beliefs in private 
conver&atjqn, A wnniflii was c^^cently aentenccd to 
two ycara' imprisonment for ^ying that the Virgin 
Jud ether children after the birllj of uiir Lord! 
Haih and schools liave been arbiliaiily i.i^>&cJ and 
wnrkere cjipclltd from their distrlcc^ 

"'\^liile lULi^h of the above is contrary to the 
theorctiea] teaching of the Church of Rome it is 
what &he practiaee where she can do ag she litcB 
nnrcatraincd by Ihe evangeiJcal influeiicca whldi 
fiurrnund her in Protestant couniries. I dislike 
controversy, and unJy mention tlie ahuve unpleasant 
facta in order to emphasize the need for cvanj^elical 
work in Sp^Jn- I ehould be CEceedingly sorry to 
liurl the feelinjia of any sincere Pooan Catholic, 
but wlicn what I have deserihed in carried on in 
the name of reEigion^ can anyone hone&tly aav that 
such a religion le ChriiiTiun ? Where idolatry, auper- 
stitkon and immoiality abound, and Ihe Word of 
God ia trnmpled upon ard burnt, where men are 
ostracized and oiUliJwed, liave Ihcir property and 
catrle destroyed, Jose their righia as cili^enSj ate 
lurned into the streets, beaten, stoned and cast 
into prifton, all for the crime of meeting together 
' All llrf dlKKf imJancrf cbji be ^uppnEied Ly JucutupnlJiry or 
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10 read the Dible, or for refiisinj^ to worship iin 
image or a piece of bread . - , can tiiis be tailed 
a CiuislJan country? 

"Another important point that neffds tu> be Cfiipba- 
iiiacil IR thai the genuine Roman Catholic popi][ation 
of Spain ig citreroely small. The hypocrisy, immM- 
ality and greed of the majority of the priests have 
Eickencd the people of religion. 1 have mado careful 
inquiriea in manv tuwnfl to find out what piOpurlion 
of the inhabitaijle regularly attend the Roman 
Catholic Churfh services, and I do not tinnk I should 
eraggeralc if I were to say that at least ninety per 
cent, of the people are without even the slight reli- 
gious leachmi; tliat the Roman Catholic Church 
affordSr In the larger towns the figurii \vould often 
be. nearer ninciy-dine per cent. Allowing for the 
salie of argument that our work ia not needed by 
the Roman CathoFic population, ought we not to 
takt Ihe Rread of Life to the ninety per ocnfr of 
outtiders?" 

Since Mr. Buitird wrote those worda, the political 
atiuation haa clianged. In April, ig^ir a Republic 
WHS declared and religious liberty was granted. It 
ftecmed aa if ihe power uf Rofoe were broken, but 
al the fmi^ of my ifisil, mmi of -my Spani^ frkndi agreed 
that there had been a reason in favour of the old, 
peraecuting, reactionary factions. 

One pries!, I am told, has deolared— he is a member 
of parliament^ too— thai if he if given the power, 
ho v^ill eet up the Inquibilion again. The Jesiiitft are 
plotiing and planning — and ^pain ie full of both 
opportunity and danger. 

There is anoihcr aspect of tho question, T quote 
letter fruin an RvangelicaL Leader of gceat worth 
on the question, Coining Revival in Spain V 
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Chmino Rhvivjm. in Spain? 

"Discussing the qimation of evan^lization io 
Spain wiLh a former Agent of the Bible Society 
in Maifml, I waa lold: 'There can be ria revival 
in SpaiJi aa long aa ihe Bilile is not thoroughly

one haa not £o^^^nt Jnd that is one of the reasons 
■wliy the many prayei3 for revii'af in Spain olfered 
thirty ^edrb ag't and now again, aeeiD tu have had 
no TfiiponM God doean't do unreaaonahle things

" Neverlhe!est great things hiive been accompliahed 
in S|?ain. especially by prayer. In itjiu the Madrid 
Y.MrC.A. mude a campaign for rcligiiiua libGrty, 
and oblaijied in the nh^Ic country nut less than 
150,000 siifnalTirea for the petition, which waa well 
received by the hoirae nf Comniona (Con^reso de 
Diputados). Twenty-one years laler^ (he zjnd May, 
1931, JUBL nfcf^r The hurnbgof ihe convf^nts, religiuua 
freedom wsi granted, II was Lhe first gr;ind accom- 
plishmcnT of the Rcpublie proelaimcd on the i^.Th 
April of lhe name year in the land of the Jesuits and 
' AuHifir's noiCr ]f wf r^^e ihr «onl rtvivai in iia acfus^lP Btmo,' 

mn JWHlwnjjijT aiuDTig Gnd^ people, lie mini Jjujfrec hnjfr TTjeie 
bflvf be*ii n-vivQl^in Kuri:iL— -hurJIy U PiOlcitiml W u.n [17.

The 300 small groups (cells, you might calt them) 
scattered ill nvei the country, Ln spite of the Romish 
inloleiaQce, almost forsaken and neglected, had 
accomplial]<:d 111 & great part this wuiidcifiJ reeulc, 
cDunteractii^ by thdr sole existence the argument 
'ihaT religious libeity was not ncceeaaty, as there 
rt-ete no Protestants m Spain.' Spaniah Protestants 
ate poor, vcrv poor, but thai ia one of tho signs 
our Lurd gives to John lhe Baptisl, Ihat the Kingdom 
of Hcuvcn has come, 'that the Gospel h preached 
to the Poor,' 

"There is no revival' pos&ible in Spain at present, 
but ihere arc open doors lift never before to sow die 
good seed, and through llicae open doors, given 
by God, we muat enter. 'Never say NO to God,' 
the founder of t[ie Christian Endeavour, Dr, Clark, 
once aaid on Ins visit to Spain, and the only question 
ia: What can we do? 

"FirEt of all; 'Pray for us, that the Word of the 
Lord may run and he glorified, even as Jt is with 
you.' Then enquire iiilo lhe conditions existing in 
Spnjn and iiac those which already enist, instead 
of beginning new things and letting petish the sjnall 
but iiiipotiant work^, which have been proved in a 
toilsome hutsucctssiiil battle of more than sislyyearil 

"Some Societies have become weary and dca- 
couraged in The tun of time. They have not realized 
thai to have twenty, thirty, sijtly members in a 
confiregadon was a great thing in the midisl of 
persecution and utler lack of rehgious 'Icbcrly. So 
the American Board hai determined to cease in 
its worh in Spain. That means Ihat sijt important 
^Tbm iirjifi nf ihe Inier, 1 Think, niaitei jnMhi? ii:* nf ttie -wati 
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con^tegations id some cf ihc mwt intolerant parta 
of Spain, Z-diago'i^. Pradejon, Logrnrin, San Scbisliafi| , 
Bilbao aiid Santander will dUappear if belp dota 
not come in limii. The help will be diminished, hit 
by bit in live ycura. The last year ^"^^ WH3 ■with- 
drawn, Spain, Frsinfe, England, Gctmany, HolUind, 
Sweden and SwitzerJand, in uplundid unanimiiy, 
have come to the rescue and iidvc cirUected that 
&tim ill monthly tales of £30. 

^'Fi-mi tlic existing' ccnlces the lij;ht inuet go 
forth over the whole onuntcy through evaugclktic 
campaigns. The 'Spani&bi Evan^dical Church" is 
the only real national oi^niii^iioni not belencimr 
to any denuniinatLon, but iinJEJng sevtriit of ihem. 
To her The congregations named pbi^ve belong. 
The Frefiidcnt of The standing committee is a fonncr 
ptie&t. Rev. Aguatifi Arcnales, in BarceJona. It is 
jiist the aort of ■wotit in which Keswick people rejoice 
lo join. Let us pray; 'Thy Kingdom cornel'" 
T feel thm 1 mu&t quote another letter, one fioni 
an Evoii^eljcal leader of the same standing as the 
writer of the fotegoijig cpi^tlc, 

"^ . . with piayerfdl interest and sympathy, 
praise God for the work yvu jec doing. 

"I wonder if some time you can pay a visit here 
to Spain. / belie'i^e ae are gning to gAt ri^ivat here, 
and of late have been devoting my tjnie to arousing 
the churches to the need of prayer for revival," 

I thank God for the tesiimoniea of both my correa- 
pojidcntE ill Spain. They have done svondcrfal ^tiirk. 
I hope that they wilT meet and leconcjle their diiTcicnt 
points of view. 

Tn due course T left Spain for Portugal, and after 
a weaiying journeyj i readied f^isbon. A^ain rhe 
same talc oould have been lold — no prospects. 
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But things went smoothly from the start. I became 
the guest of a Chriytiaii businessman whose tindnciS of 
heart was ovcrwhchniiig — his hospitality wa3 aboundtngr 

Meetings wcru aiTaoj^ed in various places- There 
was a dchnite response to the message at farh gathering. 
At one meeting there weru three definite decisions for 
Christ, and at tlie last meeting (in the Lisbon Medical 
Mission) ten sinners accepted Christ au Saviour, 
These /^^(ifj.W public rededication of life and eeivice 
by bclievtis. 

Th£ days sped by quiclily in Jjisbcn. I preatly 
enjoyed the fellowship of bclicvere who seemed to be 
very glad to mako my stay the ■happie'hi---Mc. Hulden, 
Senhor Moreira, Scnhor Josc Trcire^ Mr. Homes and 
others. 

One enCtemely interesting contact was a meening 
with Senlioi Alvea Reis, a grand trophy of the saving 
grace of God. Alves Ki;ia, as many people wiJi icmcm- 
ber» was the Portuguese engineec who induced a 
British film of printers to print, in good faith, 500- 
escitdo-l>an^ notes to tlie total value of £3,000,000. 
This monev he bogan to use, establishing his own 
banlt for the development of Angola. He was full 
of auibhioua schemes, and appeared to be a linancial 
wizard whose aptitudo for the handling of money 
might have made him famous if it had been in legitimate 
thanneb. 

For quite a. while, he sucoe&sfully pgraued his groat 
game of bluffy and began, to make propreas in his 
schemes for colonial development. At last, a flaw 
appeared, lie was cioS6 queationed^ but lied flo cleverly 
and laid his plots so well that he implicated men qj 
high standi Lig in commerce and government in a 
h"|ielesi tangle Portuguese Law has muny loopholes, 
and for four years he managed tu keep his trial post- 
poned.

Dut the way of iiAn&^ressots i& lurj, Alvcij Rein 
tried lo coinmil sukidc and lay between fife and death. 
Anctlicr pribuncr afLciwards Itiiit hjin a ilible ulijcb 
he r&d ^nh-ly for iho purpose of ridiculing it. But 
jn^ie^d the anord of t!ic Spirit wounded him. Ho 
came under eonvjetjnn of ain. 

The moit natural thing to do WQJi to fiend for thft 
Roman Catholic pricsi — 'which he did. And then hft 
mad& his pubiio t^onfe^ion, making b clean breast of 
hia crime hcfore a court ivhich, uf course, condenrned 
him. What a marvelloua chanp;t— That the fluent har, 
£gh[ing a df^perile f^j^ht, ahould suddenly become 
the principal witness against himself. 

In ihr meantime, afner hia conytEaion, he cnnlLHUed 
jn the Church of ftomc. He had been sueceaaful 
in condemning hinistlf, but was unsuccessful in 
dealing othet Jnaoccnt dupes. Burdened by this 
Tatter face, he began to study the Pihle to nbTHin relief 
and peace. 'I'hiough an Kvan^^ehnal tratCj he got 
iTiio touch v.ilh bcticvera and finally left the Roman 
CaiholJCft. 

Alves EeiB wb6 $enlenccd to twenl>-ei|jht years m 
prison, a special ^overnnn^nr Act being 7>a4m.d to make 
his senieitte tiebLy severe. One uf hii innocent dupes 
was also converted while in prison, and is nov/ aervinj 
the Lord in nctthern Poitugal. 

When T met Alvcs Rcis, he had still ihe prog^ect 
of twenty-five yeare between wulls. And yet— he was 
re/ieshiiiR to meet, full v£ juy and liiitifiEaeiion with 
his Saviour. Meeting him ^ve me the same feeling 
which I believe the l^liilippian Chrifitian^ miiiit Jiflve 
h?d when they rend the encouraging words of Paul in 
prison — "Rejoice in the Lord always." 

Alves Rrla was converted a^ an indirect result of 
the pri^fin mirk started by Scitliot Jo3^ Frcirc. With 
ihis devoted Christian worker, I went to see Itei&, 
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and urith him alfio I vitined anotijer prison and delivered 
ft message to the prigoncis. 

And what of conihtiona in Portugal? They are much 
the same afi in every rithcr Ijtin and Creek coufitry — 
supcistirion, darkiiesfl, imraacality, priestcraft. One 
example ^ill sn&wer for itself. Diirinj? the montli of 
April, 1532— I quote officinlly pubhslied figureij given 
me by an evangehsi— there were bio children horn 
in the tity of Lisbon. Of these 375. over fiiKiy per cent^ 
wert illegitimate, Jiverywherc one can find couples 
living together without any legal contract. Ajh in Fninee, 
many women prefer to livt with men without uiaiiying 
— taying that they feel more secure. 

Scattered about all over Puinugjl are little groups 
of evangelical believers — witnessing in the midst of 
idohtry and paeaiism. Many Cliiiutiana are eaincatly 
praying for revival. It may come from PortUgjuese- 
Drai/il, where great progress li^s been made. 
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II? AT Kiswica 

On The vi^fv home froin IJ^bon to Soulhaiuplon, I 
bad a plt^ant Ltut uneveniiuj voya^. The Rotcerdanl 
Lloyd steamer Shi-'nl from the Duttii East fndie* 
tranapoited me from oiii; pun to the othci an a litlls 
over two days. 

It was a gicfU. deliplil to ece England's shores a^n, 
for "he [joows not EngraJid who ouly England knowa." 
1 have been brought up in the staunch Ly patriotic 
atmosphert of l^jy/l Ulster, hut travelling in Eurdpa 
has deepened my lo^e of counliy more diaii I evof 
thoLijrhl possible. Let nic aav a word tii homebirdHj 
bI] Jind sundiy. " Do not de&pise yjur country, for you 
wiU not find n bctitr one. If you are a Chriatlan, ihcd 
you have ail (Jie more reason to iliant Ood fervently 
for allowing you lo be horn under our flag^ God Uas 
been good to us," 

Three Americans, horn and bred in^'ihc heart of tteir 
great coulincnt, landed with me after a tour in Europe. 
They looked around and at each other, and said: 

"Thank God, we an- home again." 

I travelled up to London to the home of the kind i 
host and hoslera raiwd up by tlie Lord for mc. After 
slaying only ojic night. I journeyed on to Cumberland 
at the other end of England. 

It was my 6]Pt w-if la the Keswick Convention, T 
am glad 1 went. It would be prcsumpiiious of me 
to try and reporJ the Convenlion. I can g[ve my im- 
prei^pion?. 1 learned somellUng uf the tturct of tke 
great flttracliuri which Keawick holda for people all 
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over the world. The atmosphere of the Convention 
is unique and wonderfuL One cannot explain it — 
perhaps ic wai the presence of so many keen Cliri^tJana, 
perhaps the hallowed ground of 60 many years, perhaps 
Ite concentrated prayers of so many inlcrcea^nrfl— 
Burely the presence of the Lord explains everything. 

The speatcrs delivered a very searching mesMge, 
one which bore much fruit in llie response to its tJial- 
lenge.

of the writtr.

We aJl laughed, for it had been Saturday wlien we 
had dozed over. It nugliC have been, but waa not, 
Sunday. 
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In Catlisle, we HLopped again (an later in Dumfries) 
with Railway Mission friends. And on Saturday 
cvejiiiig we reached GJafigow. Again the Lord provided 
for all tliree of us, and I bad the privilege of preaebing 
in John KnoE Street liaptist Church on Sunday 
evening. 

"Blue Murder"— the car— waa awarded it? title 
on aceouQl of ite high speed and its beautiful uccelera- 
tion, ju6l as we nicknamed Roy's car "The Bandit," 
on account of his persistent liabit of 'sitting on our tail.' 
In no time, we were hi Ediobui^b, and VttJk jack 
had "Blue Murder*' attended to at a garage, Roy and 
1 speeded down to tbe T^nc Valley aaci ani^'cd at a 
late hour at my aunt's bouse in Stockafield. Rt>y tbcn 
left for London, and on the day of b\s departure Jack 
ariived in *'Blue Murder." 

In Stockafield I had my very first Ics^ns in motor 
driving. Ilalf an hour afterwards, 1 took a party of 
four for a run and to eveiybody'^ great relief, only 
ditched them onee. It waa with great regret that Jack 
and I sacd good-hye to ray cousius.

I fctl thdt my letter-files 61 and f>z may serve n gond 
purpjM in this book. Up ^t Keaiticl: I mel a clergy- 
man who tnid mc that inere had been no conversions 
in his churcii tor many years, that only ihrer people 
ever attended the prayet mMFing; he evpljkined ihcw 
facts hy the statiJirieriL iliat there would never be another 
iBvivali and iie alKnipied to prove this slatcmcni by 
quciting a^in these tra^c ■fiicta. 

1 wish he couLd have ercn my Icltci-filcbr "Tilings 
are moying^" I told him.

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:Mr. T. H. P. Wella report^: "Wc in Cregagh 
Methodist C.E^ (Belfast) are one of the many prayer 
groups cf Revival Fellowship holding on for revivaL 
While praymg lor the showers, we liave received the 
droppings. Mr. J. Edwin On, who left this Satiety 
iiri his revivg] miiiigiry, returned and spoke the other 
week. The Holy Spiiit CJinc in (quickening power 
upon the meeting. Oiristians walking up to rhc front 
to conTcsi sin and need — over a dozen heing rii£;hily 
blessed. Many of us were broken down lo tear&» 
and two unconverted youi^ wotnon, wlio were on 
the way heme, returned to accept salvation. Mr, Orr 
preached to a packed-out cfiurch on Sunday— anJ 
again, two young men wailed behiod to dcLidc, 
Soiila are now being saved week by week — in ones 
and twos. Oui yrcat aiudety is to nieepen and spread

"Sini:o coiiiirg here I have beer struck ivich two 
things — the disaatlsfatliou of the people u'iih the 
Church of Rome, and their willingness to listen to 
die Gospel."

This letter from Rev. H. Kokamsgi, in Efilonia, is

God gave the men, 
so out went ihe Tent, Nuc hr h iu inic, unly outside 
the South gate of this city, but ft wd^ in 9 moat central 
spot, the aiieial centrej the vice centre of thi? district. 
We litcralJy opened a rescue shop witiiin 9 yard of 
hell, for iinlrnnwn to U9 at the time, the whole tow of 
ho uses im mediatory opposite Ti:?, •j^<:re brothels. 
For two months, iwJce a day tlie Word </i life went 
forth, innny were convicted of ain and some 150 
gave iiL their Eiames as witling to helieve in Christ. 
We fli"R flotry to aay, howe^'er, that much of it has 
proved to be ' ehjlluw boiI ' which received the Word 
gladly but aa soon as someone laughed at them the 
seed willieied. Suli wc won a great victory and ere 
we look the Tent down, we saw all these houses of 
phame perrnaiitntTv dosed. Many of these izo were 
young men who frequented these places; go vigorously 
did we attach this ain in imr prcachTng, that they 
lose up and mobbed che owners of tlie&e dens, beating 
them up and leauinj^ one or two places In ruioi- Ic 
waH not long after ere the City Mflgiflti"ale look aolioii) 
the Police arrested the occupants and closed the 
places. We heard to our joy that it was all the doin^ 
of the Jesus Religion. 

'*At this time some of ua were able to aaain meet 
lo Wdit on God far the fulness of the Holy Spirit- 
A man of God, fuU of the Holy Ghost and being 
nutjhiily ij^ed in revivnL work in a neighbouring 
province, came to us to help. He did not do much 
preaching, but we d[d a great deal of praying. Oft- 
timey wc were on our knees foi sujuc eiyhl to ten 
hours, far into the night, or till neur break of day. 
But, 'God works tor him tlia.t waiteth for Him.' 
How precious mere ihose hours filled with mighty 
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moments, aa one iind another were filled with the 
Spirit of God. Many of us had notioiiH, prejudices, 
pre-conceived ideas^ reserves, ete., about this subject, 
but as we met at His feet it was not long before all 
these things were swept away and, of i\ne heart 
and ona mind, we were ready for anything that 
God might lite to du- But it was not to come so 
easily as this. Some of us had tn definitely deal with 
SIN in our lives and lliiscost us a good deal; the price 
had to be paid for blessing. In my own case l3ie Loid 
dealt with my darling idol, smashed bijth it and me 
and when sobbing at U'k feet like a little child, He 
gave me the aasiirance that my request was granted. 
That same afternoon, while waiting on Him, meditating 
on the Cross of Christ, The Holy Spirit fell on 
me, With a [jrcat shout of haJi&hijah the Joy of 
the Lord fiowed through my whole being and for 
over an hour aJl J could do was to Praise the Lord 
with laughter and song. We were like men drunk 
with new wine. Like a flash Hfe was tranaformcd; 
ohj what a tremendous dilference tlie Holy Spirit 
mates in a life. Then back to work , . . nor to wort 
BO much, but to pray more. What happened? First 
a trip to Hun^iung to pvit a matter right with a 
fellow missionary. 'VWm dnne tlie way waa open for 
blessing. I took some meetlogK for tlie boys of the 
Middle School and on the Sunday evening had the 
joy of seeing 40me twelve of them decide for ChriRt, 
The neKt morning four or five others took the same 
step. Glory lo God, i cannot give the further details, 
but flincc then there has been a steady stream of 
blessing in that atliuol, others have been saved, wbile 
still more have been filled with the Sphit- 

"ITie foJJnwing Suinlay certain workmen were at 
worship and TuesJiy being Christmas Day they all 
came again.

I g-A- thcin inl^ my loont and jIidosI as sood 
as they were on their knees, they bm^i out crying, 
Bobhinj^ out their conEebsiLon of flin to God. Some 
five or six got thEough on this oec^sioD and &o fjr flS 
I know DLiiy t^vo ui three arc not vet saved. Of the 
ihrcc women, ujit wa^ isivcd and the ittiicr two were 
filled wirh the Spirit. The bles^iing ne;^ overflowed 
to the tiiree sons of the hoiijie and the fatJier, ihe bnea 
of the show, not to he outdone ^'enf to some meetin]^ 
aI Kuwo (the centre of this revival movement) and 
came back filled with the Holy Ghoat. When he 
relurricd 1 vras not ill buuic, so he ready to act lirH 
to Uie Chuith here, twd 'We will have a week's 
meetiogs; we will send out The inviraliona to-day and 
BtaiL to-morrow; 1 will Aland all tJie expense,' 'Ihis 
was done hut the loeal talent was not able for It and 
by the third diiy utter confusion reigned. The Lord 
hiid His man ready and that nigbl an Evan^»t who 
had been ceeenlly filled with llic Holy Gliosi oame 
along and carried <u\ till the cndr M-my otheiv were 
bleascd; some saved and other; filled with the 
Holy Ghost, bolh men and women being richly blessed 
of the Lord. There i^ a lull at the momeniH it i^ near- 
ing Chinese New Year and ihi& demands much 
prepaiaLiun un the part of our Chijie^e friends, so 
thin^ are a little quieTer, As soon as the New Vear 
celebrations are passed we shall be holding some Bible 
Classes for these who have recently gol ou! into 
blessing. May Ihe Lord continue to work and bIcbSd 
We arc not yd satisfied^ no, far from it. We are 
only acting ihc small bL-ginnings of Ihings. We want 
the Spirit of God fo do in greater things in us and

"Full-time service," said I, "is not half ao important 
as wboiehearted service. Your first concern is tobefuJIy- 
turrendered." 

"I liave been waiting for a call," said another cbutu, 
"But it iiasn't come. What do you think^' 

"I am sorry to say," ssid T, frantly, "that I consider 
your present attitude of jnsiiEJng thai 'a oair must be 
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■ chU to full-time service i5 possibly fievtniine you 
fiDm hearing Goil'fl fall to became oni: of Hid stcwiirds. 
Put your whuie Iicart into your ba&inc^^, and make it a 
Buctc^g, and use yi>nr success for CJud's ^k-ry and under 
God'a direction. Gnd lias need of Chri&liiJLi bubioctS'- 
men ta act ss stewards of Ilift rnoney " 

Nowhere in my wtfliiiga or in my addresises have I 
ever iilated Uiat full surrender implies the throwing- 
ovct of commerciaL reaponsibility. It durs, lioivever, 
mean the mirreiider of sucli icspontiibilily lo God's 
control and dlreclion. 

"Bill," says one rciider, "you aie in tull-time wort 
yourself." 

I hfld a eallj and if anyone el^e has a call as clear as 
mint — 'iffy, even thouyh the whole world should be 
BgaiDSt the stnp. If any reader fce[s oiUed lo work in 
China, obey the calL ISut if one has na apparent call 
tafuU-tinie service, one haa every right to feel— provided 
one IS fully surrendered— that the pLice filled now in 
buainess hfe is tlic place of God's pppoirtlmenr. This, 
of course, has entirely nothing to do with tlie question 
of preacliJiLg and i^orking in one's spare time fot God. 
And again, I believe ihal every CnrTsdan should bo 
fl mitieioriflry. My experience' has taught me ihat some 
of the best uiis^onaries are non-pcofcGijiiiiiaL 

*'But/' Bays anollier reader, ^'is there not die danger 
of some yuuiigei Christiaii trying to imitate you.'* 

Imilflte me in what? 

"In e'ving >Jp bueinefis jn order to go out wholly 
in falilil" 

I did not give up Cosiness to go out in faith. While 
at businei.5, I heard an insistent cali to carry around 
the world, wherever Cbriidaos were to be found, a 
message »f revival. And when 1 ivas fully yielded and 
willing, I had the offer of a decent sabry to ac-complish 
' &C, far inaianca, pnECB 7a and ?3. 
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this purpose. I accepted tlie olfer, and gave up my 
cinploym^nt in order to fif) ibis other pt-iitlon,^ one 
mudi closer lo my heart's desirca. I was disappointed 
at the Jaat moment, through no fault of my nmn, and 
since ihen I have been Ijv'ing in day-to-day dependence 
upon God, doing the work to which He called me. 

How couM anyiine imitate niE? The circumstances 
weic uniquci and no One can say that I hurriedly llucw 
over my employmenl lo live whofly by faiih. The life 
of fsjEh was forced upon me, and now I diank God 
for it 

Changing liic subject. 

I had a Icder from Mrs. Varley of Cheater, the first 
friend raised up i^or iiie wlien I left home, and a oon- 
Mstent friend ever sinctr She wrote with reference to 
the publicadon of Pro^e Me Novi! — 

"I praise God for His failltfulncss in providing for 
your needy, , . , I notice a ti^jo ime r,f evnngdhm 
and a defpsr piusinn fni muk-" 

I prayed a great deal over Mrs. Varley's letter. It cut 
me to the tfuick. For days aficrwardB, my praytr was: 

"O Lord, I am aahnmed to say tliat I am not con- 
scioue myself of this new note of evatig^jfitim and this 
deeper pastion for soula. Make it a reality^ Lordr" 

Since then, in every place possible, I have appealed 
to ihe unconverted to turn from their wicked ways^ 
and (I hope that this answers many prayers) in almost 
every place liiere iiavu been conversioro ae a reentl. 

I must prepare to close this chapier by quoting 
letters from two correspondents, both of them great 
scholars and great saints, whose names axe known the 
length and breadth of the Engliah-spe^king vporld.

I jumped up out of l>ed, put my Jacket uiiover my nfghi 
attire, and waiicd. Sure enough, my l|i»al — the kindeal 
of himta — nigEliilleil me thilt 1 waa wanted an the *phone, 
and I slipped silcully d^jivn the stairs. 

It wa.i a airanger who had 'phoned me from a tall- 
bos outside the touse. He wanted apiritual befp and 
advice, and, 

"Il }iae occurred to me," said he, "that ifi[g ig the 
14th of Auguiit. You remember writing m your iirat 
book about what h;ippcii«l to you at midnight on the 
i^ih of August^ 1933.*' 

Ho apologised profusely for ringfne at such an hour. 
I hurriedly dressed, met him^ walkeil along to Crouch 
End and back again, finishing wiih a woj-d of prayer 
on sn outdortr neat at ono o'tjook in the mnrning- 

1 mas grateful lo God fur tiic reminder of the mh 
of August. And before 1 went to bed I lifted up my 
heart in thanksgiving, asking llie Lord to pour out 
further Tilcfising upon mo. 

The hlling of the Holy Spirit is a reality. It baa 
been the iT^nijforming force of nsv life. Why is il, then, 
that so few Chii^lrana geein to hioii' anything ahnut it? 

Dut surely tlie sLrangesl thing of all is the fuel tiiat 
"7 
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believer?^ who ifr> Ifnoio, evperimrutadyH this greaj 
bleri^[ii);, CiRifithC Hgree wlien il crjiiiea lo t:tpliiining 
what il 19! 

A Ehart time ago, I was sitting in the midst of a 
Crowd of ^lOoo people. After tbe servicei I had an 
iDlcrcatiEi^ oonvcrsstiuci with the great B[h[e learher 
wha ]i;id bfcn addie^ui^ us. Wc discus&i^d [his 
aubjpcf. 

*'f am quite satined Ln my own mind iiliout the 
CxpcricticCi" 1 said, "and so ja evetyoot vlio JlU 
expcritiictd it, Em 1 wmit to usk why sa few pi?r>ple 
igrc? ritlict JLi terminijlogj cr in eKposLCiun ol the 
subject from the Scriptiites?" 

*'My dear On," teturned lie, "I don't btlieve that 
there are many more than five under tlik lywjf to-night 
who would agree od Ihe teiminoingyj iind there are 
scarcely two hctc who could give a ^jtoper esposiiion 
fforo the Scnpturea," 

So. uiidec die citcum&Unces, oiic hesitates in dealing 
with such a subject. Ncvenbeless, one i* asked so 
many questions by so many yoiine pef)p]l:f ihut tt 
simple treatment of tbe whole question is impetative. 

During llie vjpjt to Fraiicc, I received some very 
nice lefTer* From a keen young evangelist— one \vhQ 
had experienced ihe filling of the Spirit and whose 
great desire was lo see otliei ChriaCian^ bJe&sed in hkc 
manner. 

Thece was a gccat deal of food far ibought in one 
letter whicb readied me in Dijon. 

"Praise Gnd, ton, for grufid news — several received 
the Holy Gbost dial nrght." 

1 also recall the two expre^srons H.'ied nf tbe same 
cxpcrien^^ — "Uapiised in the Spiril" and '* Filled 
with the Spirit." 

I myself hdd till then used all thiee terms inter- 
changeably. Bur nniu I began to think. I missed the 
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train tn S^ilacdand, and settled down to study t]ie 
question with my Bible and Concordance; after which 
I wrote to my friend, asking him if, in his muid, ihu 
three terma were synonymous, and sug^sFin^ that he 
should defer a reply until be bad time to go ri^E 
ibroijgb the Scriptural references to the subject without 
refeinng tn ollier'e opiniiine. I told him that as far 
as the experience was concerned, ive were quite agreed. 
But that with thorough Bible Study of the i^ucstion, 
1 had came to the conclusion that the terms were not 
synonymous. 
My friend wrole back: 

"I apologiae for not having written before; bm, 
as I wjiiicd to write a prayer answer to yuur enquiry^ 
I have had to wait until I had trme lo do SO. 1 have 
found it eKtraotdinarily profitable to go ilirough the 
whole qucslion, for although I have been lejii.lun|" 
the coiielu^iona I have come to, ycl I had not previ- 
ously beeci giving the dilTerenl tsperieoces llieir 
right n^mes. Having read vour lelter, I did not 
allow myself Co look at il again unuJ 1 bad &eardied 
tbe Scriptures " 

One can find many wnrdfi used to desmbc the work 
of the Holy Spirlt—tbe gift of ibe Spirit and receiving 
the Spirit, the sealing by the Spirit and the f&iiest of 
tlic Spirit, the indtiKiUig of the Spirit, the b^tisrrt 
with The Spirit, and the jHUng of the Spirit. 

In the bnok of ihe prophet Joef, h found the promise 
of the Spicit being eiven, *'I will puur out My Spirit 
upon all flesh."' I'hfs promise is quoted, by the 
Apoillc I'eter at 1'entccoi.t, as being fulfided.' The 
^/i of the Spirit has been given — first at Pcntecoat 
lo^Wen of Hebrew blocid, and again to Gentiles In the 
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hcuech<)]d ul Corneliui. The Apostle'^ oivn icsdmoiiy 
of the latier iwja " foraimiKJi tilun ay God gave them 
ihe Ijke gill is lie diJ unlo us^— "^ II h nol iiecesMry 
nowadays to sak Clod for the gifl of the Spirit— He 

has heen given. We receive. 

^Vlien do v^c receive Hie Holy Ghost? At our convcr- 
Bion. Ltt me quole the words of my friend';* Icltci. 
litre arc ]ii& copcIusiotib:— 

"Wc receive Che Holy Ghost ivhen vje ace 'brnn 
again' Of 'le^eneraff.' Furthermore the Bible teaches 
very definitely that unless wc have received the 
Holy Spirit, we are lost^ unsavwl, fur "If any man 
have not the Spirit of C!irisl, he ia none of His,"' 

One hiis licard stvorjl objeclioiiB to tliifir Firstly* 
Bonic say lljaC the Spirit of Christ ia not the Holy 
Spirit, that the terra ia imper^onah One eannot BCe 
ibe force of such an argument. I'hc liufy Spirit pr<?- 
ceedcth foith from the Father and the Scin Secondly, 
one often heare quoted the qiieiition of the Apostle 
Paul to the EphefiiJO disciples; "Have ye rectivnul the 
Holv Ghcfit Eince ye believed?"' One should re- 
member that these nrere tlie disciples of John the 
Baptist ivho had Only bten baptised to repcniainic, 
in antidpation ui thrz Cemin^ Saviour, They Ijad itot 
yet really believed r>n the Ijord Jeaua, their baptism 
by John ju&t &ignifying that they wished to receive 
the Saviour as soon as He should iippearr And when 
the Apoijtie Paul t<ild tbem of Cliritil and His fLhislied 
work, they forthwith received liiin as Saviour, being 
baptised in His name unto salvadan, recefving [he Holy 
Spirjt- The question "Have ye received the Holy 
Ghost wnce ye believed?*' has never been asked of 
a Cliristian in the New Testament Wc received 
1 Acra iL 17. *Roifi. *iii. 13-11. " AiCs iiic. 1. 
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Him H'hen wc hcciime rogtneratc — horn ogiiin— 'bom 
from above 1 

Tlie gifi nf the Spirit nnd rrceivin^ the Spftil arc but 
two aspects of one irarisaclLon. God is tlit giver 0/ the 
gifl — wc rpi:ervt Him — ai our conversfon 

Being s^ahii by tlic Spirit is the nest term to con- 
sider. The Apostle Paul telE? the Ephcsian Christians' 
that when ihey triisted on the Ixird Juajs they "were 
sealed by that holy Spirit of proniiec,** JutiC as sheep 
in the loathel are purchased and then marked indelibly 
with a coloured Seal fur idenCiHcatiDn, so, when we 
believe, we are sealed with the Ho!ly Spirit, The ieaj 
sbttws thai (hose who liave Him are bouglu. by the 
RIood of Christ. The Seat Himself in aho the Earnest 
The eame veiici** use the v^irds "which is tho cwrncst 
of oar inheritance iiccil (be redemption of the purtbaficd 
pos^Lssion, unco the praise of his glory." And ihe 
second letter to the Corinthian Church' declares that 
God '^ha(h al&o ucblcd u^ and given the earnest of the 
Spirit in our bedri6." What is an earnest? A banking 
friend tells me that in his profession it means a tokea 
of payment as a guarantee that liie greater part which 
remains will 1>e fully paid. Wbaf a blH:Mcd trutlil 
Wt dre sealed with the Spirit to shovr iJiiH we are 
Christ's, and we have ihc eaiaesl of ihe Spirit as a 
token of the wonderful liinua ahead when we see our 
Lord and arc made "like Him.'^ 

The inihccih«£ of the Spirit bcginfl with receiving. 
Him a[ our conversion. A ver&e already quoted* and 
another in Paul's second letter to Timothy'* both 
Llearly stale timi the Spirit dwells within us, and the 
Apostle a^ks the Corinthian believers'^ "know ye not 
ihjt je are the temple of God and thai the Spirit of 
God dwellcih in you?" 
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Wc art told, therefore, to gloril'y God in our hadie^ 
wbicb. belong 10 HiiJi. It ii a tciribJc thought that 
mifiiise of nur bodies is xoirilfge. 

The f^si tfrm but one— llic hiipthm with the Spirit 
— accms to have cau^d more controveray than any 
othi:r. Thtcc are two elearly divided ecIiooIs of Thought 
— ihn?e ■ft'hfl believe thm this baplinn ia di&tinci acd 
feparate from coiiven^ion, Slid thitiic who believe the 
very Hjpposiic^ that in is regenetaiiun. Tlic term oi:cijcs 
in scvcryl pastiagefl of Scripture. 'i"lie te^dimflny of 
John tlic Captittp'dtciaccd tliat Clirist should "haptine 
with the Hofy Ghoai/' Bgt neither of the?c rcfcicncee 
can be used to dcdare lh*t the Bapii^m i& sepaiate 
from cijnveraion. 

The nest leleieoee is in the word? of our Blcfscd 
Lord before His iucension "ye shaU b* baptized *ith 
the Holy Gho6t not inaii^ days hence." Some may seek 
to U5C His promi&e and prediction lo prove that, as the 
di&cipleB were already believers, the BapTf&tri h'ha for 
them a separate blessing. But u'e oiusi reniembi^r thai 
unril Christ aacended the Cfimfortcr could not come. 
At Pentecost the wailing d[&ci]sJe8 received the Ciftn 
ihe Beiil, the Earnest, the Indwelling, the Daptism, and 
the rilling of the Spirit at predseJy the emne time. 
Neither Opinion ia proved by this fact. 

The only other ocxnrrenee of the worda "BaptiTcd 
with the Holy Ghost" ie in ihe btury of Corncliu&J 
This Biipti'm was simultaneoua with conversion, and 
again iicitLLci provc& noi disproves one opinion more 
than the other, Q^meliug'? houachold were all Gentiles, 
and thai ihey EhoiiM receive tlic Holy Spirit at all waa 
an Occasion of much surpme to iTiose circumcised vvho 
had accepted Christ Up To ibet time. 

In view of these considerations 1 am, increasingly, 

^Ajoe si. lb. 
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disposed to accept the opinfori ibat the hoptkm of the 
Spirit ia the same as the baptism by iht Spirit into the 
body of ChTi,=it — reifeneratron. At Peritecost, tlie v^'h^lc 
body uf believers wkb baptised wUh the Spirit into 
the body i>f Christ. Since Pentecost, every sinner 
accepiine Ciirmt as Sai^ioiir has become partaker of 
all the blessings of ihe baptam of the IJoly Ghn&t. 

If then, we at our converaion tei^p.ivr the Holy Spirit, 
are sealed by tlie Spirin, have the eiffnest of tlie Spirit, 
are hidrodi by the Spirit, enter into the laptiim of the 
Spirit — wiiat reniuins? Only oiiG experience — ti<^fiflmg 
of the Spirit, for the Ephesian CA/a^ianj wereeshorMd 
to "be filled with the SpiiiL"' Let us turn to the 
Scriptures. One thing ia obvious. In each reference, 
fiiHig Or bi^hi^ fail of the Spirit ia followed by action. 

Let uB take witnc&smg (for exsmpio); "And thev were 
a][fi(!£d wrth the Hftly Ghost and began to speak with 
otliET touEues as the Spirit gave them utterance." 
-■^nd 33 a rcsuh? "The multitude tame toge^er and 
wece truubleil in mind . . . they were pricted ia 
their hearla . . . and the same day [Jiero were added 
unto them about ihrrc thousjind soula,"* 

Wlieu a'l tilt disciples ivere filled with the Spirit 
the Word of God was blamed abroad^ aod there ivat a 
■nighty Christ- glorifying, ingalliering: of souls. 

The filling may be repealed- Peter undoubtedly wae 
filled at Pentecost, and a short time later stood up 
"fUled" again,* This does not suggest [liat lie bad been 
bacf<3lidin^ in the meantime and needed a freKh blesiing 
for Ibat reason. Anyone living on the full -surrender 
plane will be filled again and again. What happened 
thLs time when Peter was Jilk-d? They matvcllcdl 
And further bleasing resulted when the whole body 
of believers was likewise "JiJled"* again.

being one of the dcacooa chosen, "men! down info the 
city of Samaiia, and piEached Chrkl unto them.**' And 
what happened ? Many were won for the I-^rd, 

Tilt conversion of Saul of Tarsua luok place on Ihe 
lOad to DamJiitus. Several days later Ananias Cold him, 
"the Lord, even Jesua . . . halh sent me, that thou 
mifihtest receive thy sight and be filled wilh tJie Hoi;' 
Ghosl."* And "alraightwpy he preached Christ,'* 

There nrc miiny othtr illuslralionB from the Acifi of 
iIjc Apusllcd \\\'k]\ Jif ehotv tlial tlie fiUing of the Holy 
Ghoar ia for service.
